into effect. 

2. It will be observed that the Treaty comes into 
operation on the 3I1st instant.

Extract from the “London Gazette” of Tuesday, 
May 21, 1878, 


AtTHE Court at WINDSOR, THE 16TH DAY oF May, 1878, 


PRESENT: 
The QUEEN’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


HEREAS by an Act of Parliament made and 
passed in the Session of Parliament holden in 
the thirty-third and thirty-fourth years of the reign of 
Her present Majesty, intituled “ An Act for amending 
“ the Law relating to the Extradition of Criminals,” 
and also by an Act of Parliament made and passed in 
the Session of Parliament holden in the thirty-sixth 
and thirty-seventh years of the reign of Her present 
Majesty, intituled “ An Act to amend the Extradition 
“ Act, 1870,” it was amongst other things enacted, 
that where an arrangement has been made with any 
foreign State with respect to the surrender to such 
State of any fugitive criminals, Her Majesty may, by 
Order in Council, direct that the said Acts shall apply 
in the case of such foreign State; and that Her 
Majesty may, by the same or any subsequent Order, 
limit the operation of the Order, and restrict the 
same to fugitive criminals who are in or suspected of 
being in the part of Her Majesty’s dominions specified 
in the Order, and render the operation thereof subject 
to such conditions, exceptions, and qualifications as 
may be deemed expedient : 

And whereas a Treaty was concluded on the 
fourteenth day of August, one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-six, between Her Majesty and the 
President of the French Republic, for the Mutual 
Extradition of Fugitive Criminals, which Treaty is in 
the terms following : 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and the President of the 
French Republic, having recognize 1 the insufficiency 
of the provisions of the Treaty concluded on the 13th 
of February, 1843, between Great Britain and France 
for the reciprocal extradition of criminals, have 
resolved, by common accord, to replace it by another 
and more complete Treaty, and have named as their 
respective Plenipotentiaries for this purpose, that is 
to say :— 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, the Right Honourable 
Richard Bickerton Pemell Lord Lyons, a Peer of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland,Knight 
Grand Cross of the Most Honourable Order of the 
Bath, one of Her Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable 
Privy Council, and Her said Majesty’s Ambassador 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the Govern- 
ment of the French Republic, &e., &e., Ke. ; 

And the President of the French Republic, M. le 
Due Decazes, Member of the Chamber of Deputies, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Grand Officer of the 
National Order of the Legion of Honour, &c., 
&e., Ke. ; 

Who, after having communicated to each other 
their respective full powers (found in good and due 
form) have agreed upon the following Articles :— 


ARTICLE I. 


The High Contracting Parties engage to deliver up 
to each other those persons who are being proceeded 
against or who have been convicted of a crime com- 
mitted in the territory of the one Party, and who 
shall be found within the territory of the other Party 
under the circumstances and conditions stated in 
the present Treaty. 


ARTICLE II. 


Native-born or naturalized subjects of either coun- 
try are excepted from extradition. In the case, how- 
ever, of a person who, since the commission of the 
e1ime or offence of which he is accused, or for which 
he has been convicted, has become naturalized in the 
country whence the surrender is sought, such natu- 
ralization shall not prevent the pursuit, arrest and 
extradition of such person, in conformity with the 
stipulations of the present Treaty. 


ARTICLE III. 


The crimes for which the extradition is to be 
granted are the following :— 

1. Counterfeiting or altering money, and uttering 
counterfeit or altered money. 

2. Forgery, counterfeiting or altering and uttering 
what is forged, counterfeited or altered. 

3. Murder (including assassination, parricide, in- 
fanticide and poisoning) or attempt to murder. 

4. Manslaughter. 

5. Abortion. 

6. Rape. 

7. Indecent assault, acts of indecency even with- 
out violence upon the person of a girl under 12 years 
of age. 

8. Child-stealing, including abandoning, exposing 
or unlawfully detaining. 

9. Abduction. 

10. Kidnapping and false imprisonment. 

11. Bigamy. 

12. Wounding or inflicting grievous bodily harm. 

13. Assaulting a Magistrate, or peace or public 
officer. 

14. Threats by letter or otherwise with intent to 
extort. 

15. Perjury or subornation of perjury. 

16. Arson. 

17. Burglary or 
violence. 

18. Fraud by a bailee, banker, agent, factor, trustee, 
or director, or member, or public officer of any 
Company made criminal by any Act for the time 
being in force. 

19. Obtaining money, valuable security, or goods 
by false pretences, including receiving any chattel, 
money, valuable security, or other property, knowing 
the same to have been unlawfully obtained. 

20. Embezzlement or larceny, inciuding receiving 
any chattel, money, valuable security, or other 
property, knowing the same to have been embezzled 
or stolen. 

21. Crime against Bankruptcy Law. 

22. Any malicious act done with intent to endanger 
persons in a railway train. 

23. Malicious injury to property, if the offence is 
indictable. 

24, Crimes committed at sea: 

(a) Any act of depredation or violence by the 
crew of a British or French vessel, against another 
British or French vessel, or by the crew of a foreign 
vessel not provided with a regular commission, 
against British or French vessels, their crews or their 
cargoes. 

(b) The fact by any person being or not one of the 
crew of a vessel of giving her over to pirates.

ARTICLE IV. 


The present Treaty shall apply to crimes and 
offences committed prior to the signature of the 
Treaty ; but a person surrendered shall not be tried 
for any crime or offence committed in the other 
country before the extradition, other than the crime 
for which his surrender has been granted. 


ARTICLE V. 
No accused or convicted person shall be sur- 


rendered, if the offence in respect of which his

magistrate or of the Court before which he is er a

ARTICLE VI. 


On the part of the French Government, the ex ee 
dition shall take place in the following manne! in 

rance — ; i 
: The Ambassador or other Diplomatic Agent of Hex 
Britannic Majesty in France shall send to the ae 
for Foreign Affairs, in support of each nie or 
extradition, an authenticated and duly legalizec oo 
either of a certificate of conviction, or of a warrant 0 
arrest against a person accused, clearly setting forth 
the nature of the crime or offence on account of which 
the fugitive is being proceeded against. The judicial 
document thus produced shall be accompanied by a 
description of the person claimed, and by any other 
information which may serve to identify him. 

The documents shall be communicated by the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs to the Keeper of the 
Seals, Minister of Justice, who, after examinin Z the 
claim for surrender, and the documents in support 
thereof, shall report thereon immediately to the 
President of the Republic; and, if there is reason 
for it, a Decree of the President will grant the extra- 
dition of the person claimed, and will order him to 
be arrested and delivered to the British authorities. 

In consequence of this Decree, the Minister of the 
Interior shall give orders that search be made for the 
fugitive criminal, and in case cf his arrest, that he be 
conducted to the French frontier, to be delivered to 
the person authorized by Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Government to receive him. 

Should it so happen that the documents furnished 
by the British Government, with the view of establish- 
ing the identity of the fugitive criminal, and that 
the particulars collected by the agents of the French 
Police with the same view, be considered insuflicient, 
notice shall be immediately given to the Ambassador 
or other Diplomatic Agent of Her Britannic Majesty 
in France, and the fugitive person, if he has been 
arrested, shall remain in custody until the British 
Government has been able to furnish further evidence 
in order to establish his identity or to throw light on 
other difficulties in the examination. 


ARTICLE VII. 


In the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty, other 
than the Colonies or Foreign Possessions of Her 
Majesty, the manner of proceeding shall be as 
follows :— 

(A) In the case of a person accused—The requi- 
sition for the surrender shall be made to Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs by the Ambassador or other Diplo- 
matic Agent of the President of the French Republic, 
accompanied by a warrant of arrest or other equiva- 
lent judicial document, issued by a Judge or Magistrate 
duly authorized to take cognizance of the acts 
charged against the accused in France, together 
with duly authenticated depositions or statements 
taken on oath before such Judge or Magistrate, 
clearly setting forth the said acts, and containing a 
description of the person claimed, and any particulars 
which may serve to identify him. The said Secretary 
of State shall transmit such documents to Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for 
the Home Department, who shall then, by order 
under his hand and seal, signify to some Police 
Magistrate in London that such requisition has been 
made, and require him, if there be due cause, to 
issue his warrant for the apprehension of the fugitive 

On the receipt of such order from the Secretary of 
State, and on the production of such evidence as 
would, in the opinion of the Magistrate, justify the 
issue of the warrant if the crime had been committed 


in the United Kingdom, he shall issue his warrant 
accordingly. 

When the fugitive shall have been apprehended, 
he shall be brought before the Police Magistrate who 
issued the warrant, or some other Police Magistrate 
in London. If the evidence to be then produced 
shall be such as to justify, according to the law of 
England, the committal for trial of the prisoner, if 
the crime of which he is accused had been committed 
in England. The Police Magistrate shall commit 
him to prison to await the warrant of the Secretary 
of State for his surrender; sending immediately to the 
Secretary of State a certificate of the committal and 
a report upon the case. 

After the expiration of a period from the commit- 
tal of the prisoner which shall never be less than 
fifteen days, the Secretary of State shall, by order 
under his hand and seal, order the fugitive criminal 
to be surrendered to such person as may be duly 
authorized to receive him on the part of the President 
of the French Republic. 

(B) In the case of a person conyicted—The course 
of proceeding shall be the same as in the case ofa 
person accused, except that the warrant to be trans- 
mitted by the Ambassador or other Diplomatic Agent 
in support of his requisition shall clearly set forth the 
crime of which the person claimed has been convict- 
ed, and state the fact, place, and date of his convic- 
tion. ‘The evidence to be produced before the Police 
Magistrate shall be such as would, according to the 
law of England, prove that the prisoner was convicted 
of the crime charged. 

(C) Persons convicted by judgment in default or 
arrét de contwmace, shall be in the matter of extradi- 
tion considered as persons accused, and, as such, be 
surrendered. 

(D) After the Police Magistrate shall have com- 
mitted the accused or convicted person to prison to 
await the order of a Secretary of State for his sur- 
render, such person shall have the right to apply for 
awrit of habeas corpus ; if he should so apply, his 
surrender must be deferred until after decision of the 
Court upon the return to the writ, and even then can 
only take place if the decision is adverse to the 
applicant. In the latter case the Court may at once 
order his delivery in the person authorized to receive 
him, without the order of a Secretary of State for his 
surrender, or commit him to prison to await such 
order. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Warrants, depositions, or statements on oath, 
issued or taken in the dominions of either of the 
two High Contracting Parties, and copies thereof, 
and certificates of or judicial documents stating the 
facts of conviction, shall be received in evidence in 
proceedings in the dominions of the other if purport- 
ing to be signed or certified hy a Judge, Magistrate, 
or officer of the country where they were issued or 
taken, provided such warrants, depositions, state- 
ments, copies, certificates, and judicial documents 
are authenticated by the oath of some witness, or 
by being sealed with the official seal of the Minister 
of Justice or some other Minister of State. 


ARTICLE IX. 


A fugitive criminal may be apprehended under a 
warrant issued by any Police Magistrate, Justice of 
the Peace, or other competent authority in either 
country, on such information or complaint, and such 
evidence, or after such proceedings as would, in the 
opinion of the person issuing the warrant justify the 
issue of a warrant, if the crime had been committed 
or the prisoner convicted in that part of the domi- 
nions of the two Contracting Parties in which the 
Magistrate exercises jurisdiction: provided, how- 
ever, that, in the United Kingdom, the accused 
shall, in such case, be sent as speedily as possible 
before a Police Magistrate in London. He shall be 
discharged, as well in the United Kingdom as in 
France, if within fourteen days a requisition shall not 
luave been made for his surrender by the Diplomatic 
Agent of his country in the manner directed by 
Articles II and IV of this Treaty, 
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The same rule shall apply to the cases of persons 
accused or convicted of any of the crimes specified 
in this Treaty committed on the high seas on board 
any vessel of either country which may come into a 
port of the other. 


ARTICLE X. 


If the fugitive criminal who has been committed to 
prison, be not surrendered and conveyed away within 
two months after such committal, or within two 
months after the decision of the Court upon the 
return to a writ of habeas corpus in the United 
Kingdom, he shall be discharged from custody, unless 
sufficient cause be shown to the contrary. 


ARTICLE XI. 


The claim for extradition shall not be compled 
with if the individual claimed has been already tried 
for the same offence in the country whence the 
extradition is demanded, or if, since the commission 
of the acts charged, the accusation or the conviction, 
exemption from prosecution, or punishment has 
been acquired by lapse of time, according to the laws 
of that country. 


ARTICLE XII. 


If the individual claimed by one of the two High 
Contracting Parties in pursuance of the present 
Treaty should be also claimed by one or several 
other Powers, on account of other crimes committed 
upon their respective territories, his surrender shall 
be granted to that State whose demand is earliest in 
date; unless any other arrangement should be made 
between the Government which have claimed him, 
either on account of the gravity of the crimes com- 
mitted, or for any other reasons. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


If the individual claimed should be under prose- 
cution, or condemned for a crime or offence com- 
mitted in the country where he may have taken 
refuge, his surrender may be deferred until he shall 
have been set at liberty in due course of law. 

In ease he should be proceeded against or detained 
in such country on account of obligations contracted 
towards private individuals, his surrender shall 
nevertheless take place. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


Every article found in the possession of the indi- 
vidual claimed at the time of his arrest, shall, if the 
competent authority so decide, be seized, in order to 
be delivered up with his person at the time when the 
surrender shall be made. Such delivery shall not be 
limited to the property or articles obtained by steal- 
ing or by fraudulent bankruptcy, but shall extend to 
every thing that may serve as proof of the crime, and 
shall take place even when the surrender, after 
having been ordered, shall be prevented from taking 
place by reason of the escape or death of the indivi- 
dual claimed. 

The rights of third parties with regard to the said 
property or articles are nevertheless reserved. 


ARTICLE XV. 


Each of the High Contracting Parties shall defray 
the expenses occasioned by the arrest within its ter- 
ritories, the detention, and the conveyance to its 
frontier, of the persons whom it may have consented 
to surrender in pursuance of the present Treaty. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


In the Colonies and foreign Possessions of the two 
High Contracting Parties the manner of proceeding 
shail be as follows :— 

The requisition for the surrender of a fugitive cri- 
minal who has taken refuge in a Colony or foreign — 
Possession of either Party, shall be made to the Go- 


vernor or chief authority of such Colony or Possession 
by the chief Consular Officer of the other in such 
Colony or Possession ; or, if the fugitive has escaped 
from a Colony or foreign Possession of the Party on 
whose behalf the requisition is made, by the Gover- 
nor or chief authority of such Colony or Possession. 

Such requisitions may be disposed of, subject always, 
as nearly as may be, to the provisions of this Treaty, 
by the respective Governors or chief authorities, who, 
however, shall be at liberty either to grant the 
surrender or to refer the matter to their Government. 

The foregoing stipulations shall not in any way affect 
the arrangements established in the East Indian 
Possessions of the two countries by the IXth Article 
of the Treaty of the 7th March, 1815. 


ARTICLE XVII. 


The present Treaty shall be ratified and the ratific- 
ations shall be exchanged at Paris as soon as possible. 

It shall come into operation ten days after its 
publication, in conformity with the laws of the 
respective countries. 

Either Party may at any time terminate the Treaty 
on giving to the other six months’ notice of its 
intention. 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipoten- 
tiaries have signed the same, and have affixed there- 
to the seals of their arms. 


Done at Paris, this fourteenth day of August, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-six.

REGULATIONS. 
lst.—Limits. 


The limits of the Ferry shall extend to a distance 
of one mile above and one mile below the Village of 
Thurso in the Province of Quebec, and to a similar 
distance above and below a point in the Township of 
Clarence, immediately opposite thereto, in the Pro- 
vince of Ontario. 


2nd.—Landing Stages. 


Suitable landing stages or wharves serviceable at 
all states of the water in the River must be con- 
structed on both sides, subject to the approval of the 
Department of Inland Revenue. 


3rd.—Ferry Boat. 


During the first year after the execution of the 
lease, the lessee shall provide and maintain & posse 
propelled either by steam, horse—power or by oars, 
suitable for the conveyance of passengers, = cer 
cattle and all ordinary vehicles with safety oo : 
reasonable dispatch, and such vessel shall be subjec 
to the approval of the Department of Inland Revenue. 
After the lapse of one year the lessee shall place on 
the Ferry and maintain during the period of the lease 
a suitable vessel propelled by steam. Such vessel 
shall be of sufficient size for the safe conveyance of 
passengers, horses, cattle, vehicles and other effects, 
and shall be subject to the approval of the Depart- 
ment of Inland Revenue, and the lessee must obtain 
therefor and produce when required a certificate of 
fitness, safety and sufficiency from the Dominion 
Board of Steam Boat Inspectors. 


4th.— No. of Trips. 


During the season of navigation the Ferry 
Boat shall commence running daily,Sundays excepted, 
at six o’clock, A.M., and shall continue to cross from 
each side every hour thereafter until eight 
o’clock, P.M. 


5th— Tariff of Charges.

The Ferry Boat shall be placed on the route fully 
completed and equipped and the landing stages shall 
be fully constructed on or before the first day of 
August, 1878. 


Seventh. 


The lease will be granted for a period of five years, 
from the first day of August, 1878. 


Eighth. 


The lessee will be required to give two sureties 
satisfactory to the Department of Inland Revenue, 
who shall be held jointly and severally in the sum of 
$200 for the full compliance by the lessee with the 
terms of the lease. 


Ninth. 


The right is reserved to the Department of Inland 
Revenue of rejecting the Ferry Boat or landing stages 
or either of them, should any of them be deemed 
unsuitable for the service or unsafe to the public or 
inadequate to meet the public wants. The right is 
also reserved to the Governor in Council to modify 
the maximum tariff should it be found expedient in 
the public interest to doso; and the Governor in 
Council may declare the lease forfeited and void 
whenever it shall be satisfactorily shown that the 
lessee fails to comply with the conditions thereof.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


Rules relating to Notices for Private Bills. 


All applications for Private Bills, properly the sub- 
jects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of “The British North America 
Act, 1867,” whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
Line; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work ; the 
granting the right of Ferry ; the incorporation of any 
particular Trade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
grher Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for the 
otanting to any individual or individuals, any ex- 
ciusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
would affect the rights or property of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ; 
or for making any amendment of a like nature to 
any former Act, shall require a Notice, clearly and 
distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and (except in the case of existing cor- 
porations) signed by, or on behalf of the applicants, 
to be published as follows, viz: 


In the Provinces of Quebec and Manitoba. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazeite, in the 
English and French languages, and in one newspaper 
iu the English, and in one in the French language in 
the district affected, or in both languages in one 
paper, if there be but one in the said District, or if 
there be no paper published therein, then, in both 
languages, in a paper in the nearest District, in which 
a “iewspaper is published. 


In any other Province. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazette, and in 
one newspaper published in the County, or Union of 
Counties affected, or if there be no paper published 
taierein, then in a newspaper in the nearest County 
in which a newspaper is published. Such Notices to 
be continued in each case, for a period of two months 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the first and last insertion of such notice shall be 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 

When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
petitioners, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also, at the same time, and in 
the same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
intend to ask; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage ot rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same.

Bickerton Pemell Lord Lyons, Pair du Royaume-Uni, 
Chevalier Grand’Croix du Trés-Honorable Ordre du 
Bain, Membre du Trés-Honorable Conseil Privé de 
Sa Majesté Britannique, Son Ambassadeur Extraordi- 
naire et Plénipotentiaire prés le Gouvernement de la 
République Frangaise, etc., etc., ete. 

Et le Président de la République Francaise, M. le 
Due Decazes, Membre de la Chambre des Députés, 
Ministre des Affaires Etrangéres, Grand Officier de 
l’Ordre National de la Légion d’Honneur, etc., ete. 

Lesquels, aprés s’étre communiqué leurs pleins 
pouvoirs respectifs, trouvés en bonne et due forme, 
sont convenus des articles suivants : 


ARTICLE I. 


Les Hautes Parties Contractantes s’engagent a se 
livrer réciproquement les individus poursuivis ou con- 
damnés pour un crime commis sur le territoire de 
l'autre dans les circonstances et sous les conditions 
prévues par le présent Traité. 


ARTICLE II. 


Les nationaux respectifs, soit d’origine, soit par

ARTICLE IV.

(D) Aprés que le Magistrat de police aura envoye 
en prison la personne accusee ou condamnée pour 
attendre lordie d’extradition du Secrétaire d’Etat, 
cette personne aura le droit de réclamer une ordon- 
nance d’habeas corpus ; Vextradition devra alors 
atre différée jusqu’aprés la décision de la Cour sur le 
renvoi de l’ordonnance, et elle ne pourra avoir lieu 
que si la décision est contraire au demandeur.

AtTTHE Court aT WINDSOR, THE 16TH DAY OF May, 1878. 
PRESENT : 
The QUEEN’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


HEREAS by an Act of Parliament made and 
passed in the Session of Parliament holden in 
the thirty-third and thirty-fourth years of the reign of 
Her present Majesty, intituled “ An Act for amending 
“ the Law relating to the Extradition of Criminals,” 
and also by an Act of Parliament made and passed in 
the Session of Parliament holden in the thirty-sixth 
and thirty-seventh years of the reign of Her present 
Majesty, intituled “ An Act to amend the Extradition 
“ Act, 1870,” it was amongst other things enacted 
that where an arrangement has been made with any 
foreign State with respect to the surrender to such 
State of any fugitive criminals, Her Majesty may, by 
Order in Council, direct that the said Acts shall apply 
in the case of such foreign State; and that Her 
Majesty may, by the same or any subsequent Order, 
limit the operation of the Order, and restrict the 
same to fugitive criminals who are in or suspected of 
being in the part of Her Majesty’s dominions specified 
in the Order, and render the operation thereof subject 
to such conditions, exceptions, and qualifications as 
may be deemed expedient : 

And whereas a Treaty was concluded on the 
fourteenth day of August, one thousand eight hundred

Extradition of Fugitive Criminals, which Treaty 1s in 
the terms following : ? ; 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and the President of the 
French Republic, having recognize | the insufficiency 
of the provisions of the Treaty concluded on the 13th 
of February, 1843, between Great Britain and France 
for the reciprocal extradition of criminals, have 
resolved, by common accord, to replace it by another 
and more complete Treaty, and have named as their 
respective Plenipotentiaries for this purpose, that is 
to say :—

Who, ‘after having communicated to each other 
their respective full powers (found in good and due 
form) have agreed upon the following Articles :— 


ARTICLE I. 


The High Contracting Parties engage to deliver up 
to each other those persons who are being proceeded 
against or who have been convicted of a crime com- 
mitted in the territory of the one Party, and who 
shall be found within the territory of the other Party 
under the circumstances and conditions stated in 
the present Treaty. 


ARTICLE II. 


Native-born or naturalized subjects of either coun- 
try are excepted from extradition. In the case, how- 
ever, of a person who, since the commission of the 
clime or offence of which he is accused, or for which 
he has been convicted, has become naturalized in the 
country whence the surrender is sought, such natu- 
ralization shall not prevent the pursuit, arrest and 
extradition of such person, in conformity with the 
stipulations of the present Treaty.

(a) Any act of depredation or violence by the 
crew of a British or French vessel, against another 
British or French vessel, or by the crew of a foreign 
vessel not provided with a regular commission, 
against British or French vessels, their crews or their 
cargoes. 

(b) The fact by any person being or not one of the 
crew of a vessel of giving her over to pirates. 

(c) The fact by any person being or not one of the 
crew of a vessel of taking possession of such vessel 
by fraud or violence. 

(d) Sinking or destroying a vessel at sea, or 
attempting or conspiring to do so, 

(e) Revolt or conspiracy to revolt by two or more 
persons on board a ship on the high seas against the 
authority of the master. 

25. Dealing in slaves in such manner as to cons- 
titute an offence against the laws of both countries. 

The extradition is also to take place for partici- 
pation, either as principals or accessories, ia any of 
the aforesaid crimes, provided such participation be 
punishable by the laws of both the Contracting 
Parties. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The present Treaty shall apply to crimes and 
offences committed prior to the signature of the 
Treaty ; but a person surrendered shall not be tried 
for any crime or offence committed in the other 
country before the extradition, other than the crime 
for which his surrender has been granted. 


ARTICLE V. 


No accused or convicted person shall be sur- 
rendered, if the offence in respect of which his 
surrender is demanded shall be deemed by the Party 
upon which it is made to be a political offence, or to 
be an act connected with (connexe @) such an offence, 
or if he prove to the satisfaction of the police 
magistrate or of the Court before which he is brought 
on habeas corpus, or of the Secretary of State, that 
the requisition for his surrender has, in fact, been 
made with a view to try or to punish him for an 
offence of a political character. 


ARTICLE VI. 


On the part of the French Government, the extra- 
dition shall take place in the following manner in 
France — 

The Ambassador or other Diplomatic Agent of Her 
Britannic Majesty in France shall send to the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, in support of each demand for 
extradition, an authenticated and duly legalized copy 

_ either of a certificate of conviction, or of a warrant of 
arrest against a person accused, clearly setting forth 
the nature of the crime or offence on account of which 
the fugitive is being proceeded against. The judicial 
document thus produced shall be accompanied by a 
description of the person claimed, and by any other 
information which may serve to identify him. 

The documents shall be communicated by the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs to the Keeper of the 
Seals, Minister of Justice, who, after examining the 
claim for surrender, and the documents in support 
thereof, shall report thereon immediately to the 
President of the Republic; and, if there is reason 
for it, a Decree of the President will grant the extra- 
dition of the person claimed, and will order him to 
be arrested and delivered to the British authorities, 


In consequence of this Decree, the Minister of the 
Interior shall give orders that search be made for the 
fugitive criminal, and in case of his arrest, that he be 
conducted to the French frontier, to be delivered to 
the person authorized by Her Britannic Majesty's 
Government to receive him. 

Should it so happen that the documents furnished 
by the British Government, with the view of establish- 
ing the identity of the fugitive criminal, and that 
the particulars collected by the agents of the French 
Police with the same view, be considered insufficient, 
notice shall be immediately given to the Ambassador 
or other Diplomatic Agent of Her Britannic Majesty 
in France, and the fugitive person, if he has been 
arrested, shall remain in custody until the British 
Government has been able to furnish further evidence 
in order to establish his identity or to throw light on 
other difficulties in the examination. 


ARTICLE VII. 


In the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty, other 
than the Colonies or Foreign Possessions of Her 
Majesty, the manner of proceeding shall be as 
follows :— 

(A) In the case of a person accused—The requi- 
sition for the surrender shall be made to Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs by the Ambassador or other Diplo- 
matic Agent of the President of the French Republic, 
accompanied by a warrant of arrest or other equiva- 
lent judicial document, issued by a Judge or Magistrate 
duly authorized to take cognizance of the acts 
charged against the accused in France, together 
with duly authenticated depositions or statements 
taken on oath before such Judge or Magistrate, 
clearly setting forth the said acts, and containing a 
description of the person claimed, and any particulars 
which may serve to identify him. The said Secretary 
of State shall transmit such documents to Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for 
the Home Department, who shall then, by order 
under his hand and seal, signify to some Police 
Magistrate in London that such requisition has been 
made, and require him, if there be due cause, to 
issue his warrant for the apprehension of the fugitive. 

On the receipt of such order from the Secretary of 
State, and on the production of such evidence as 
would, in the opinion of the Magistrate, justify the 
issue of the warrant if the crime had been committed 
in the United Kingdom, he shall issue his warrant 
accordingly. 

When the fugitive shall have been apprehended, 
he shall be brought before the Police Magistrate who 
issued the warrant, or some other Police Magistrate 
in London. If the evidence to be then produced 
shall be such as to justify, according to the law of 
England, the committal for trial of the prisoner, if 
the crime of which he is accused had been committed 
in England. The Police Magistrate shall commit 
him to prison to await the warrant of the Secretary 
of State for his surrender; sending immediately to the 
Secretary of State a certificate of the committal and 
a report upon the case. 

Atter the expiration of a period from the commit- 
tal of the prisoner which shall never be less than 
fifteen days, the Secretary of State shall, by order 
under his hand and seal, order the fugitive criminal 
to be surrendered to such person as may be duly 
authorized to receive him on the part of the President 
of the French Republic. 

(B) In the case of a person convicted—The course 
of proceeding shall be the same as in the case ofa 
person accused, except that the warrant to be trans- 
mitted by the Ambassador or other Diplomatic Agent 
in support of his requisition shall clearly set forth the 
crime of which the person claimed has been convyict- 
ed, and state the fact, place, and date of his convic- 
tion. ‘The evidence to be produced before the Police 
Magistrate shall be such as would, according to the 
law of England, prove that the prisoner was convicted 
of the crime charged. 

(C) Persons convicted by judgment in default or 
arrét de contumace, shall be in the matter of extradi- 
tion considered as persons accused, and, as such, be 
surrendered, 
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(D) After the Police Magistrate shall have com- 
mitted the accused or convicted person to prison to 
await the order of a Secretary of State for his sur- 
render, such person shall have the right to apply for 
awrit of habeas corpus ; if he should so apply, his 
surrender must be deferred until after decision of the 
Court upon the return to the writ, and even then can 
only take place if the decision is adverse to the 
applicant. In the latter case the Court may at once 
order his delivery in the person authorized to receive 
him, without the order of a Secretary of State for his 
surrender, or commit him to prison to await such 
order. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Warrants, depositions, or statements on oath, 
issued or taken in the dominions of either of the 
two High Contracting Parties, and copies thereof, 
and certificates of or judicial documents stating the 
facts of conviction, shall be received in evidence in 
proceedings in the dominions of the other if purport- 
ing to be signed or certified hy a Judge, Magistrate, 
or officer of the country where they were issued or 
taken, provided such warrants, depositions, state- 
ments, copies, certificates, and judicial documents 
are authenticated by the oath of some witness, or 
by being sealed with the official seal of the Minister 
of Justice or some other Minister of State. 


ARTICLE IX. 


A fugitive criminal may be apprehended under a 
warrant issued by any Police Magistrate, Justice of 
the Peace, or other competent authority in either 
eountry, on such information or complaint, and such 
evidence, or after such proceedings as would, in the 
opinion of the person issuing the warrant justify the 
issue of a warrant, if the crime had been committed 
or the prisoner convicted in that part of the domi- 
nions of the two Contracting Parties in which the 
Magistrate exercises jurisdiction: provided, how- 
ever, that, in the United Kingdom, the accused 
shall, im such case, be sent as speedily as possible 
before a Police Magistrate in London. He shall be 
discharged, as well in the United Kingdom as in 
France, if within fourteen days a requisition shall not 
have been made for his surrender by the Diplomatic 
Agent of his country in the manner directed by 
Articles II and LV of this Treaty. 

‘The same rule shall apply to the cases of persons 
accused or convicted of any of the crimes specified 
in this Treaty committed on the high seas on board 
any vessel of either country which may come into a 
port of the other, 


ARTICLE X. 


If the fugitive criminal who has been ¢ommitted to 
prison, be not surrendered and conveyed away within 
two months after such committal, or within two 
months after the decision of the Court upon the 
return to a writ of habeas corpus in the United 
Kingdom, he shall be discharged from custody, unless 
sufficient cause be shown to the contrary. 


ARTICLE XI. 


The claim for extradition shall not be complied 
with if the individual claimed has been already tried 
for the same offence in the country whence the 
extradition is demanded, or if, since the commission 
ot the acts charged, the accusation or the conviction, 
exemption from prosecution, or punishment has 
been acquired by lapse of time, according to the laws 
of that country. 


ARTICLE XII. 


If the individual claimed by one of the two High 
Contracting Parties in pursuance of the present 
Treaty should be also claimed by one or seyeral 
other Powers, on account of other crimes committed 
upon their respective territories, his surrender shall 
be granted to that State whose demand is earliest in 
date; unless any other arrangement should be made 


between the Government which have claimed hini, 
either on account of the gravity of the crimes Com- 
mitted, or for any other reasons. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


If the individual claimed should be under prose- 
cution, or condemned for a crime or offence com- 
mitted in the country where he may have taken 
refuge, his surrender may be deferred until he shall 
have been set at liberty in due course of law. 

In case he should be proceeded against or detained 
in such country on account of obligations contracted 
towards private individuals, his surrender shall 
nevertheless take place. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


Every article found in the possession of the indi- 
vidual claimed at the time of his arrest, shall, if the 
competent authority so decide, be seized, in order to 
be delivered up with his person at the time when the 
surrender shall be made. Such delivery shall not be 
limited to the property or articles obtained by steal- 
ing or by fraudulent bankruptcy, but shall extend to 
every thing that may serve as proof of the crime, and 
shall take place even when the surrender, after 
having been ordered, shall be prevented from taking 
place by reason of the escape or death of the indivi- 
dual claimed. 

The rights of third parties with regard to the said 
property or articles are nevertheless reserved. 


ARTICLE XV. 


Each of the High Contracting Parties shall defray 
the expenses occasioned by the arrest within its ter- 
ritories, the detention, and the conveyance to its 
frontier, of the persons whom it may have consented 
to surrender mm pursuance of the present Treaty. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


In the Colonies and foreign Possessions of the two 
High Contracting Parties the manner of proceeding 
shall be as follows :— 

The requisition for the surrender of a fugitive cri- 
minal who has taken refuge in a Colony or foreign 
Possession of either Party, shall be made to the Go- 
vernor or chief authority of such Colony or Possession 
by the chief Consular Officer of the other in such 
Colony or Possession; or, if the fugitive has escaped 
from a Colony or foreign Possession of the Party on 
whose behalf the requisition is made, by the Gover- 
nor or chief authority of such Colony or Possession. 

Such requisitions may be disposed of, subject always, 
as nearly as may be, to the provisions of this Treaty, 
by the respective Governors or chief authorities, who, 
however, shall be at liberty either to grant the 
surrender or Yo refer the matter to their Government. 

The foregoing stipulations shall not in any way affect 
the arrangements established in the East Indian 
Possessions of the two countries by the IXth Article 
of the Treaty of the 7th March, 1815. 


ARTICLE XVII. 


The present Treaty shall be ratified and the ratific- 
ations shall be exchanged at Paris as soon as possible. 

It shall come into operation ten days after its 
publication, in conformity with the laws of the 
respective countries. 

Hither Party may at any time terminate the Treaty 
on giving to the other six months’ notiee of its 
intention. 

_In witness whereof the respective Plenipoten- 
tiaries have signed the same, and have affixed there- 
to the seals of their arms.

1. No pilot shall be under twenty-one years of age. 


2. Every pilot must provide at his own expense a 
suitable pilot boat, not less than fifteen feet keel, and 
every pilot shall be on duty from opening to closing 
of navigation. 


3. Every pilot boat must be provided with a red 
flag, five feet long and thirty inches wide, with the 
number two feet long in white, also the letters P.B.d. 
in white not less than twelve inches in length, under- 
neath the number and across the flag. 


4, The rate of pilotage for this District shall be as 
set forth in the following scale :—

5. Every pilot licensed for the first time shall pay 
a fee of $5, and for every renewal the fee of $2.50. 


6. The number of pilots for the district of New 
London shall not exceed three. 


7. Any pilot belonging to another district in charge 
of a vessel shall immediately surrender his charge 
when spoken to within the limits of this district by 
any of its pilots. 


8. Pilots hailing or tendering their services to 
vessels previous to entering a port within the limits 
of this district shall be entitled to half pay when 
rejected. 


9, Any pilot incapacitated by mental or bodily infirm- 
ity or by habits of drunkenness, shall forfeit his 
license and not be at liberty to serve in the capacity 
of a licensed pilot; and any pilot guilty of drunken- 
ness or incapacity while on duty shall be suspended 
for three months. 


10. In case of any dispute arising between masters 
of vessels and pilots respecting pilotage, the matter 
shall be referred to one or more of the pilotage 
authority nearest the place of dispute.

Rules relating to Notices for Private Bills. 


All applications for Private Bills, properly the sub- 
jects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of “The British North America 
Act, 1867,” whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
Line; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting the right of Ferry ; the incorporation of any 
particular Trade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
grher Joimt Stock Company; or otherwise for the 
otanting to any individual or individuals, any ex- 
clusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
would affect the rights or property of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ; 
or for making any amendment of a lke nature to 
any former Act, shall require a Notice, clearly and 
distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and (except in the case of existing cor- 
porations) signed by, or on behalf of the applicants, 
to be published as follows, viz: 


in the Provinces of Quebec and Manitoba. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazeite, in the 
English and French languages, and in one newspaper 
iu the English, and in one in the French language in 
the district affected, or in both languages in one 
paper, if there be but one in the said District, or if 
there be no paper published therein, then, in both 
languages, in a paper in the nearest District, in which 
@ 1ewspaper is published. 


In any other Province. 


A nctice inserted in the Canada Gazette, and in 
one newspaper published in the County, or Union of 
Counties affected, or if there be no paper published 
t .erein, then in a newspaper in the nearest County 
in which a newspaper is published. Such Notices to 
ve continued in each case, for a period of two months 
‘luring the interval of time between the close of the 
next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the iirst and last insertion of such notice shall be 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 

When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
petitioners, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also, at. the same time, and in 
the as manner, give notice of the rates which they 


tend to ask; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage ci rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same. 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such bill in the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either 
House after the first ten days of the session.

Rules relating to Notices for Private Bills. 


All applications for Private Bills, properly the sub- 
joets of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of “The British North America 
Act, 1867,” whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
Line; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting the right of Ferry ; the incorporation of any 
particular Trade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
grher Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for the 
otanting to any individual or individuals, any ex- 
ciusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
wouid affect the rights or property of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ; 
or for making any amendment of a like nature to 
any former Act, shall require a Notice, clearly and 
distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and (except in the case of existing cor- 
porations) signed by, or on behalf of the applicants, 
to he published as follows, viz: 


in the Provinces of Quebec and Manitoba. 


A notice inserted in the Canada G'azeite, in the 
English and French languages, and in one newspaper 
iu the English, and in one in the French language in 
the district affected, or in both languages in one 
paper, if there be but one in the said District, or if 
there be no paper published therein, then, in both 
languages, in a paper in the nearest District, in which 
a iewspaper is published. 


In any other Province. 


A nctice inserted in the Canada Gazette, and in 
one newspaper published in the County, or Union of 
Counties affected, or if there be no paper published 
t :erein, then in a newspaper in the nearest County 
in which a newspaper is published. Such Notices to 
be continued in each case, for a period of two months 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the iirst and last insertion of such notice shall be 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 

When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill tor the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
petitiouers, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also, at the same time, and in 
tne same manner, give notice of the rates which they 


intend to ask; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage ot rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same. : , 7 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
pill is to originate, a copy of such billin the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either 
House after the first ten days of the session.

The same exhibit cannot compete for the Society’s 
prizes in two distinet classes, except where it is per- 
mitted by the Council. 


Exhibits, although entered in any class, may com- 
pete for special prizes, notice of which shall be given 
on the certificate of entry. 


Exhibits entered in the wrong class by the exhi- 
bitor will be excluded from competition for prizes, 
except where permitted by the Executive Committee. 


Any exhibit haying taken the first prize in a class 
for two consecutive years, shall not receive any prize 
in such class, but may be exhibited, and if considered 
superior to all other exhibits in that class, it shall 
receive a certificate from the Judges to that effect. 
Such exhibit shall, however, be elegible to compete 
for any special prize. 


IV.—Certificates of Entry. 


The certificate of entry is a printed form, to’ be 
obtained from the Secretary, and trom the Secretaries 
of the principal local Societies, and is available for 
one exhibit only, except in the case of stock entered 
for sale, when one certificate is sufficient. The exhi- 
bitor, therefore, must apply for as many certificates 
as he has exhibits, except as specified above, and 
must fill them in according to the forms prescribed. 
And as it is from these documents that the catalogue 
will be compiled, it is absolutely necessary that the 
whole of the questions contained in them should be 
answered as far as possible. 


The certificate will not be valid unless signed by 
the exhibitor or his agent. 


No exhibit will be admitted without a certificate 
of entry correctly filled in, signed, and delivered by 
post or otherwise to the Secretary, at the office of 
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Society, on or before the dates for the closing of 
entries specified on the certificate of entry or. adver- 
tised; an:l the Secretary will acknowledge the deli- 
very of the certificate by returning to the exhibitor a 
receipt for the same, upon the production of which 
the exhibit will be admitted into the Society’s ground. 


No entrances will be received after the dates 
specified for the closing of the same. 


All owners competing in sections 1 and 2 shall be 
restricted to three entries of pure pedigree (as admis- 


_ sible in the Stud and Herd. Book) in each class, but 


no branch establishment of one | partnership shall 
entitle owners to more than the three aforesaid 
entries in each class, but they may enter ¢en others, 
not necessarily of pure pedigrée, for exhibition and 
sale on the groundsupon payment of a fee of ten 
shillings for each head, these latter to be placed in 
yards or covered stalls. In case of protest, based on 
difference of age, animals to be submitted to the 
Society’s Veterinary Surgeon. 


Exhibitors or their agents, when called upon by 
the Stewards or Committee, shall prove the correct: 
ness of their certificates of entry. 


No charge will be made ta members, upon the 
certificate of entry for any of the Society’s prizes, 
but a fee of 2s. 6d. will be levied on certificates of 
entry for non-members. 

Such charge as the Committee may determine shall 
be made for ground or wall space, and the Stewards 
shall use discretionary power as to the space to be 
allotted to each exhibitor. 


V.—Arrival and Arrangement of Exhibits, 


All exhibits must bear a distinctive mark corres- 
ponding with that entered upon the certificate of 
entry, and be delivered to and removed from the 
Society’s ground free of charge. 


Exhibitors or their agents must, if requested, 
point out to the Stewards their respective exhibits, 
in order that they may be identitied, classified, and 
numbered according to the catalogue before being 
submitted to the Judges. 

No exhibit will, be admitted into the Society’s 
ground unless the attendant is in possession of the 
Secretary’s receipt ; and each exhibit, when it enters 
the ground, must be at once put into its proper place. 

Exhibits must be brought to the grounds on the 
days to be hereafter specified. 


VI,—Disease or Danger. 


Should- there be any reason to suspect that any 
exhibit is either diseased or dangerous, the Society 
reserves the right of removing the same from, or 
refusing its admittance to, the Exhibition. No stock 
will be admitted into the Society’s Exhibition without 
first being passed by Inspectors appointed by the 
Society. 


VIL—Control of Exhibits. 


Exhibitors shall, under direction of the Stewards, 
arrange their exhibits; and no exhibit shall after- 
ward be moved without the sanction of the Stewards, 
under a penalty not exceeding £5. 

The Committee shall have power to retain the 

eur of any exhibitor so fined, until such fine is 
paid. 
_ The members of the Executiye Committee and the 
Stewards in the section, shall at any time have power 
to enter any space allotted to,any exhibitor, and 
give such directions as regards the exhibits as they 
may think fit. th, ex 

Exhibitors will render themselves liable to a pen- 
alty of £5, by removing any official placard, ticket, or 
ribbon, affixed or posted by. the Stewards, or by 
affixing any other placard, ticket, or ribbon, in lieu 
thereof, or by refusing in any .way to carry out the 
instructions of the Stewards, who shall incur no res- 
ponsibility by putting these regulations in force. 


No exhibitor shall be permitted to be with the 
Stewards, or Judges, during the time of judging the 
exhibits, unless by special request of the Stewards. 
And the exhibit or exhibits of any person infringing 
this rule, shall be at once disqualified, 

Live-stock attendants will be supplied by the 
Stewards with distinguishing badges and required to 
wear the same, and shall be regarded, during the 
time of the Exhibition, as servants of the Society, 
and shall be under the entire control and direction 
of the Stewards. They shall be in attendance each 
day of the Exhibition from 9a.m. to 4 p.m., for the 
purpose of exhibiting and parading stock, 


VIlI.—Care and Feeding of Stock. 


The Society undertakes to find the necessary 
accommodation and attendance, if required, for the 
animals and birds during the Exhibition; but no 
provision will be made for the feeding of the same 
(except in the case of Section VI.—Dogs) beyond 
establishing a store at which fodder may be purchased 
by exhibitors ; nor will the Society provide for the 
nightly accommodation of entire horses. 


IX.—Departure of Exhibits. 


The Society reserves the right to retain any exhibit 
for such time as the Executive Committee may con- 
sider necessary; and no exhibit shall be removed 
from the Exhibition without a formal permit from 
the Stewards or the Secretary. 

The dates on which exhibits will be allowed to be 
removed will be hereafter specified. 


X.—Responsibility. 


DaMaGE THROUGH Exutpits.—The Society will not 
be responsible for any accident that may be caused 
through or by any exhibit, and it shall be a condition 
of entry that each, Exhibitor shall hold the Society 
harmless, and indemnify it against any legal proceed- 
ings arising from any such accident. 


Damack To Exuipirs,—The Society will not, under 
any circumstances, hold itself responsible for any 
loss or misdelivery of live stock, or other exhibits, at 
the Society’s Exhibition, or for any damage thereto. 


Loss ny DisEasr.—the signing of the certificate of 
entry of any animal will be taken as a guarantee that 
the animal specified is free from all disease, as far as 
is known to the owner. In case of infectious disease 
being spread through or by an exhibit, the exhibitor 
shall be held responsible. 


Fire.—Means will be taken to guard against fire 
and protect the property at the Exhibition. 


XI.—Trials, Parade of Stock, &c. 

Due notice will be given by advertisement to exhi- 
bitors of the arrangements made by the Stewards for 
carrying out field trials of implements, machinery, 
parade of stock, &e. 


Movement aND WorkING.—The conveyance to the 
trial ground and working of the implements and ma- 
chinery will be directed by the Stewards, and they 
will be carried out at the exhibitor’s expense. 


Workinc IMPLEMENTS.—No implement shall be 
worked on the ground unless by express order of the 
Stewards. 


Grain In Saear, &c.—Grain in sheaf, hay, corn, 
strawy, roots, wool, or any material required for test- 
ing the machines, and if wanted horse-power, must 
be provided by exhibitors. 


Sream.—No exhibitor shall light a fire under, or 
supply the boiler of any steam-engine, until he has 
the authority of the Stewards todo so; this authority 
will be given after the. engineer appointed by 
the Society has examined the engine, and has certi- 
fied that it is perfectly safe. 
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The Stewards shall have power to order the removal 
of any exhibit worked in contravention of this rule. 


XII.— Infringement of Regulations. 


In the event ofa wilful infringement by an Exhi- 
bitor of any of the foregoing regulations and by-laws, 
it shall be in the power of the Council, upon proof of 
the same, to prohibit such Exhibitor from exhibiting 
and competing at any of the Society’s Exhibitions in 
future. 


XIII.—Prize Awards. 


The prize awards affixed to all exhibits shall be 
distinguished by the following colours, viz :— 
Blue for First. 
Red for Second. 
Yellow for Highly Commended. 
Black for Commended. 
Red, white, and blue for Champion. 
Ribbons will only be affixed in Sections 1, 2, 3, 
and 6, 


XIV.—Protests. 


All protests must be lodged with the Secretary, or 
left at the office of the Society, addressed to him, 
within forty-eight hours from the notification of the 
Judges’ awards, 


XV.—Non-Competitive. 


The Committee may receive for exhibition only, 
and not for competition, if space admits, any exhibit 
not specified in the schedule, 


XVI.—Stewards. 


Stewards in all sections: 


1. Shall attend at the time and place notified to 
them by circular. 

2. Shall examine as to the correctnes of certilicates 
of entry in their respective sections, prior to 
the completion of the catalogue. 

3, Shall attend to the reception, classification, and 
placing of all exhibits, and to all matters in 
connection therewith. 

4, Shall wait upon the Judges, furnish them with 
award papers, prize cards, or ribbons, and afford 
them all information and attention necessary 
to the discharge of their duties. 

5. Shall sign the award papers conjointly with the 
Judges; see the prize cards or ribbons properly 
affixed to the prize exhibits, and certify to the 
awards noted by the Secretary in the Society’s 
Entrance Registry Book. 

6. Shall report to the Executive Committee, at least 
a fortnight before the opening of the Exhibi- 
tion, the number of attendants they require in 
their respective departments. 

7, Shall arrange amongst themselves for the con- 
stant and effective supervision of their sections, 
the behaviour of their attendants, and the 
comfort and convenience of both Exhibitors 
and the public. 

8. Shall, in case they think it advisable to reject 
an exhibit in any section, at once report the 


same to the Executive Committee, who shall } 


take immediate action in the matter. 
XVII.—Judging. 


Awarp Papers.—The Judges shall fill up the award 
papers supplied to them in all their details, assign 
reasons for their decisions}if requested, sign and hand 
the same to the Stewards. 


InsuFFicient Merit._When the Judges consider 
the exhibit of any class does not possess sufficient 
merit to deserve a prize; or in case of equality of 
merit, they shall, through the Stewards, at once 
report the same to the Council with their reasons in 
full, and the Council shall act as they deem it expe- 
dient,

Extra Prizz.—The Judges of any Section, should 
they conmider any exhibit deserving of an extra prize, 
may recommend the Council to award the same. 


XVIII. Privileges. 


The privilege of sale of refreshments, fodder, &., 
shall be sold by tender at least one month prior to 
the date of the Exhibition. 


No drinks, edibles, or other refreshments, shall be 
permitted to be sold at the Exhibition otherwise than 
by the authorized caterer, except by special permis- 
sion from the Executive Committee. 


No entertainment for which a special charge is 
made shall be permitted at the Exhibition without 


special permission from the Executive Committee. 


XIX.—Exhibitors’ Sales. 


Public Sales of such exhibits as owners may desire 
to dispose of shall be held at the Exhibition on such 
days and in such order as shall be duly notified, 


XX.—Commission on Sales. 


A Commission, or Rebate, of one per cent. on all 
sales of exhibits, effected either by auction, or pri- 
vately, during the time of the Exhibition, or previous 
to the removal of the same, shall be paid to the 
Society, for the benefit of the General Fund, not later 
than one month after the close of the sale.

I. Exhibitors must be the growers of the wine 
entered for competition, and the wines the produce 
of grapes only. 


II. A suitable cellar for the reception of the exhi- 
bits is to be provided at least two months previous 
to the opening of the Exhibition, and kept perm- 
anently for the storage of the wines. 


III. Four bottles of each sample of wine, without 
labels, mottoes, coats of arm, crests or distinctive 
seals, or marks of any kind, but having only letters 
affixed (not the initials of the grower) and packed in 
cases, sealed or locked, shall be delivered at the 
cellar at least fifteen clear days previous to first day 
fixed for tasting. The Secretary shall mark the cases 
with numbers in consecutive order, as received, and 
enter them in the name of the exhibitor, giving a 
receipt for the number so entered. 


IV. Competitors may enter as many wines as they 
please in any one class, but can only take one prize 
in such class for wines of the same distinctive char- 
acter, and made from the same description of grape. 
Exhibitors shall, at the time of delivery at the cellar, 
forward to the Secretary certificates signed by them, 
giving the locality where the wines are grown, the 
name (as far as possible) of the variety or varieties 
of grapes from which the wines are made, the number 
of gallons in stock, the age, colour, whether of light 
character or full-bodied or sweet, price per dozen if 
in bottle, or if in wood price per gallon, and any other 
information relative to the character of the wines 
that may assist the Steward in classifying them. 


VY. In case of any infringement of Rule 4, by which 
the information therein required is withheld, or if

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


Rules relating to Notices for Private Bills. 


All applications for Private Bills, properly the sub- 
jects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of “The British North America 
Act, 1867,” whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
\ine; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting the right of Ferry ; the incorporation of any 
particular Trade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
grher Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for the 
otanting to any individual or individuals, any ex- 
clusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
would affect the rights or property of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ; 
or for making any amendment of a like nature to 
any former Act, shall require a Notice, clearly and 
distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and (except in the case of existing cor- 
porations) signed by, or on behalf of the applicants, 
to be published as follows, viz: 


In the Provinces of Quebec and Manitoba. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazeite, in the 
English and French languages, and in one newspaper 
in the English, and in one in the French language in 
the district affected, or in both languages in one 
paper, if there be but one in the said District, or if 
there be no paper published therein, then, in both 
languages, in a paper in the nearest District, in which 
a ..ewspaper is published. 


In any other Province. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazette, and in 
one newspaper published in the County, or Union of 
Counties affected, or if there be no paper published 


therein, then in a newspaper in the nearest County 
in which a newspaper is published. Such Notices to 
be continued in each ease, for a period of two months 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the tirst and last insertion of such notice shall be 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 

When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill tor the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
petitioners, upon giviny the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also. at the same time, and in 
the same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
intend to ask; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage c: rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same. 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such bill in the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediate!y 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either 
House after the first ten days of the session.

I.—Opening. 


The Exhibition of 1879 shall open on the Ist

t1.— Admission. 


Members free, on presentation of member's ticket— 
which is not transferable. 
Non-members, one shilling each. 


N. B.—The Gate-keeper or Stewards in charge 
thereof may require proof of ownership of any ticket, 
and in default of such proof being afforded, may 
impound the same. 


1II.— Conditions of Competition. 


All exhibits must, on the day of the Exhibition, be 
bond fide the property of the exhibitor, and have 
been so at least one month previously ; and all farm 
and horticultural produce, excepting in classes A, B, 
C, D, and E, must be the production of the person 
exhibiting it. 


The same exhibit cannot compete for the Society’s 
prizes in two distinct classes, except where it is per- 
mitted by the Council. 


Exhibits, although entered in any class, may com- 
peté for special prizes, notice of which shall be given 
on the certificate of entry. 


Exhibits entered in the wrong class by the exhi- 
bitor will be excluded from competition for prizes, 
except where permitted by the Executive Committee. 


Any exhibit having taken the first prize in a class 
for two consecutive years, shall not receive any prize 
in such class, but may be exhibited, and if considered 
superior to all other exhibits in that class, it shall 
receive a certificate from the Judges to that effect. 
Such exhibit shall, however, be elegible to compete 
for any special prize. 


IV.—Certificates of Entry. 


The certificate of entry is a printed form, to be 
obtained from the Secretary, and from the Secretaries 
of the principal local Societies, and is available for 
one exhibit only, except in the case of stock entered 
for sale, when one certificate is sufficient. The exhi- 
bitor, therefore, must apply for as many certificates 
as he has exhibits, except as specified above, and 
must fill them in according to the forms prescribed. 
And as it is from these documents that the catalogue 
will be compiled, it is absolutely necessary that the 
whole of the questions ‘Contained in them should be 
answered as far as possible. 


The certificate will not be valid unless signed by 
the exhibitor or his agent. 


No exhibit will be admitted without a certificate 
of entry correctly filled in, signed, and delivered by 
post or otherwise to the Secretary, at the office of 
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Society, on or before the dates for the closing of 
entries specified on the certificate of entry or adver- 
tised; and the Secretary will acknowledge the deli- 
very of the certificate by returning to the exhibitor a 
receipt for the same, upon the production of which 
the exhibit will be admitted into the Society’s ground. 


No entrances will be received after the dates 
specified for the closing of the same. 


All owners competing in sections 1 and 2 shall be 
restricted to three entries of pure pedigree (as admis- 
sible in the Stud and Herd Book) in each class, but 
no branch establishment of one partnership shall 
entitle owners to more than the three aforesaid 
entries in each class, but they may enter /en others, 
not necessarily of pure pedigree, for exhibition and 
sale on the groundsupon payment of a fee of ten 
shillings for each head, these latter to be placed in 
yards or covered stalls. In case of protest, based on 
difference of age, animals to be submitted to the 
Society’s Veterinary Surgeon. 


Exhibitors or their agents, when called upon by 
the Stewards or Committee, shall prove the correct- 
ness of their certificates of entry. 


No charge will be made to members, upon the 
certificate of entry for any of the Society’s prizes, 
but a fee of 2s. 6d. will be levied on certificates of 
entry for non-members. 

Such charge as the Committee may determine shall 
be made for ground or wall space, and the Stewards 
shall use discretionary power as to the space to be 
allotted to each exhibitor. 


V.—Arrival and Arrangement of Exhibits. 


All exhibits must bear a distinctive mark corres- 
ponding with that entered upon the certificate of 
entry, and be delivered to and removed from the 
Society’s ground free of charge. 


Exhibitors or their agents must, if requested, 
point out to the Stewards their respective exhibits, 
in order that they may be identitied, classified, and 
numbered according to the catalogue before being 
submitted to the Judges. 

No exhibit will be admitted into the Society’s 
ground unless the attendant is in possession of the 
Secretary’s receipt ; and each exhibit, when it enters 
the ground, must be at once put intoits proper place. 

Exhibits must be brought to the grounds on the 
days to be hereafter specified. 


VI.—Disease or Danger. 


Should there be any reason to suspect that any 
exhibit is either diseased or dangerous, the Society 
reserves the right of removing the same from, or 
refusing its admittance to, the Exhibition. No stock 
will be admitted into the Society’s Exhibition without 
first being passed by Inspectors appointed by the 
Society. 


VII.—Control of Exhibits. 


Exhibitors shall, under direction of the Stewards, 
arrange their exhibits; and no exhibit shall after- 
ward be moved without the sanction of the Stewards, 
under a penalty not exceeding £5. 

The Committee shall have power to retain the 
geet of any exhibitor so fined, until such fine is 
paid. 

The members of the Executive Committee and the 
Stewards in the section, shall at any time have power 
to enter any space allotted to any exhibitor, and 
give such directions as regards the exhibits as they 
may think fit. 

Exhibitors will render themselves liable to a pen- 
alty of £5, by removing any official placard, ticket, or 
ribbon, affixed or posted by the Stewards, or by 
affixing any other placard, ticket, or ribbon, in lieu 
thereof, or by refusing in any way to carry out the 
instructions of the Stewards, who shall incur no res- 
ponsibility by putting these regulations in force.: 


No exhibitor shall be permitted to be with the 
Stewards, or Judges, during the time of judging the 
exhibits, unless by special request of the Stewards. 
And the exhibit or exhibits of any person infringing 
this rule, shall be at once disqualified. 

Live-stock attendants will be supplied by the 
Stewards with distinguishing badges and required to 
wear the same, and shall be regarded, during the 
time of the Exhibition, as servants of the Society, 
and shall be under the entire control and direction 
of the Stewards. They shall be in attendance each 
day of the Exhibition from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m., for the 
purpose of exhibiting and parading stock. 


VIll—Care and Feeding of Stock. 


The Society undertakes to find the necessary 
accommodation and attendance, if required, for the 
animals and birds during the Exhibition; but no 
provision will be made for the feeding of the same 
(except in the case of Section VI.—Dogs) beyond 
establishing a store at which fodder may be purchased 
by exhibftors ; nor will the Society provide for the 
nightly accommodation of entire horses. 


1X.—Departure of Exhibits. 


The Society reserves the right to retain any exhibit 
for such time as the Executive Committee may con- 
sider necessary ; and no exhibit shall be removed 
from the Exhibition without a formal permit from 
the Stewards or the Secretary. 

The dates on which exhibits will be allowed to be 
removed will be hereafter specified. 


X.—Responsibility. 


Damace tHRouGH Exuipits.—The Society will not 
be responsible for any accident that may be caused 
through or by any exhibit, and it shall be a condition 
of entry that each Exhibitor shall hold the Society 
harmless, and indemnify it against any legal proceed- 
ings arising from any such accident. 


Damage to Exutpits.—The Society will not, under 
any circumstances, hold itself responsible for any 
loss or misdelivery of live stock, or other exhibits, at 
the Society’s Exhibition, or for any damage thereto. 


Loss sy Disease.—tThe signing of the certificate of 
entry of any animal will be taken as a guarantee that 
the animal specified is free from all disease, as far as 
is known to the owner. In case of infectious disease 
being spread through or by an exhibit, the exhibitor 
shall be held responsible. 


Fire.—Means will be taken to guard against fire 
and protect the property at the Exhibition. 


XJ.—Trials, Parade of Stock, &e. 

Due notice will be given by advertisement to exhi- 
bitors of the arrangements made by the Stewards for 
carrying out field trials of implements, machinery, 
parade of stock, &e. 


Movement and WorkING.—The conveyance to the 
trial ground and working of the implements and ma- 
chinery will be directed by the Stewards, and they 
will be carried out at the exhibitor’s expense. 


Workine IMpLEMENTS.—No implement shall be 
worked on the ground unless by express order of the 
Stewards. 


Grain IN SHEAF, &c.—Grain in sheaf, hay, corn, 
straw, roots, wool, or any material required for test- 
ing the machines, and if wanted horse-power, must 
be provided by exhibitors. 


Sream.—No exhibitor shall light a fire under, or 
supply the boiler of any steam-engine, until he has 
the authority of the Stewards to do so; this authority 
will be given after the engineer appointed by 
the Society has examined the engine, and has certi- 
fied that it is perfectly safe. 
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'The Stewards shall have power to order the removal 
of any exhibit worked in contravention of this rule. 


XII. Infringement of Regulations. 


In the event ofa wilful infringement by an Exhi- 
bitor of any of the foregoing regulations and by-laws, 
it shall be in the power of the Council, upon proof of 
the same, to prohibit such Exhibitor from exhibiting 
and competing at any of the Society's Exhibitions in 
future. 


XII1.—Prize Awards. 


The prize awards affixed to all exhibits shall be 
distinguished by the following colours, viz :— 
Blue for First. 
Red for Second. 
Yellow for Highly Commended. 
Black for Commended. 
Red, white, and blue for Champion. 
Ribbons will only be affixed in Sections 1, 2, 3, 
and 6. 


XIV.—Protests. 


All protests must be lodged with the Secretary, or 
left at the office of the Society, addressed to him, 
within forty-eight hours from the notification of the 
Judges’ awards. 


XV.-~—Non-Competitive. 


The Committee may receive for exhibition only, 
and not for competition, if space admits, any exhibit 
not specified in the schedule. 


XV I. Stewards. 


Stewards in all sections : 


1. Shall attend at the time and place notified to 
them by circular. 

2. Shall examine as to the correctnes of certificates 
of entry in their respective sections, prior to 
the completion of the catalogue. 

. Shall attend to the reception, classification, and 
placing of all exhibits, and to all matters in 
connection therewith. 

4, Shall wait upon the Judges, furnish them with 
award papers, prize cards, or ribbons, and afford 
them all information and attention necessary 
to the discharge of their duties. 

. Shall sign the award papers conjointly with the 
Judges; see the prize cards or ribbons properly 
affixed to the prize exhibits, and certify to the 
awards noted by the Secretary in the Society’s 
Entrance Registry Book. 

6. Shall report to the Executive Committee, at least 
a fortnight before the opening of the Exhibi- 
tion, the number of attendants they require in 
their respective departments. 

. Shall arrange amongst themselves for the con- 
stant and effective supervision of their sections, 
the behaviour of their attendants, and the 
comfort and convenience of both Exhibitors 
and the public. 

8. Shall, in case they think it advisable to reject 
an exhibit in any section, at once report the 
same to the Executive Committee, who shall 
take immediate action in the matter.

XVIII.—Privileges. 


The privilege of sale of refreshments, fodder, &c., 
shall be sold by tender at least one month prior to 
the date of the Exhibition. 


No drinks, edibles, or other refreshments, shall be 
permitted to be sold at the Exhibition otherwise than 
by the authorized caterer, except by special permis- 
sion from the Executive Committee. 


No entertainment for which a special charge is 
made shall be permitted at the Exhibition without 
special permission from the Executive Committee. 


XIX.—Exhibitors’ Sales. 


Public Sales of such exhibits as owners may desire 
to dispose of shall be held atthe Exhibition.on such 
days and in such order as shall be duly notified. 


XX.—Commission on Sales. 


A Commission, or Rebate, of one per cent. on all 
sales of exhibits, effected either by auction, or pri- 
vately, during the time of the Exhibition, or previous 
to the removal of the same, shall be paid to the 
Society, for the benefit of the General Fund, not later 
than one month after the close of the sale.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


Rules relating to Notices for Private Bills. 


All applications for Private Bills, properly the sub- 
jects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of “The British North America 
Act, 1867,” whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
Line ; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting the right of Ferry ; the incorporation of any 
particular Trade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
grher Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for the 
otanting to any individual or individuals, any ex- 
clusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
would affect the rights or property of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ; 
or for making any amendment of a like nature to 
any former Act, shall require a Notice, clearly and 
distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and (except in the case of existing cor- 
porations) signed by, or on behalf of the applicants, 
to be published as follows, viz: 


In the Provinces of Quebec and Manitoba. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazeite, in the 
English and French languages, and in one newspaper 
iu the English, and in one in the French language in 
the district affected, or in both languages in one 
paper, if there be but one in the said District, or if 
there be no paper published therein, then, in both 
languages, in a paper in the nearest District, in which 
& iewspaper is published. 


In any ofier Province. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazette, and in 
one newspaper published in the County, or Union of 
Counties affected, or if there be no paper .published 
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therein, then in a newspaper in the nearest County 
in which a newspaper is published. Such Notices to 
be continued in each case, for a period of two months 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the first and last insertion of such notice shall be 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 

When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
petitioners, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also, at the same time, and in 
the same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
intend to ask; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage ot rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same. 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such bill in the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the aificars of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either 
House after the first ten days of the session.

Rules of the Senate relating to Notices for Bills of

By-Laws AND REGULATIONS FOR THE Soclety’s 
EXXHIBITION. 


I.— Opening. 


The Exhibition of 1879 shall open on the Ist 
August, at noon. 


I].—Admission. 


Members free, on presentation of member's ticket— 
which is not transferable. 
Non-members, one shilling each, 


N. B.—The Gate-keeper or Stewards in charge 
thereof may require proof of ownership of any ticket, 
and in default of such proof being afforded, may 
impound the same. 


ILI.—Conditions of Competition. 


All exhibits must, on the day of the Exhibition, be 
bond fide the property of the exhibitor, and have 
been so at least one month previously; and all farm 
and horticultural produce, excepting in classes A, B, 
C, D, and E, must be the production of the person 
exhibiting it. 


The same exhibit cannot compete for the Society’s 
prizes in two distinct classes, except where it is per- 
mitted by the Council. 


Exhibits, although entered in any class, may com- 
pete for special prizes, notice of which shall be given 
on the certificate of entry. 


Exhibits entered in the wrong class by the exhi- 
bitor will be excluded from competition for prizes, 
except where permitted by the Executive Committee. 


Any exhibit having taken the first prize in a class 
for two consecutive years, shall not receive any prize 
in such class, but may be exhibited, andif considered 
superior to all other exhibits in that class, it shall 
receive a certificate from the Judges to that effect. 
Such exhibit shall, however, be elegible to compete 
for any special prize. 


IV.—Certificates of Entry. 


The certificate of entry is a printed form, to be 
obtained from the Secretary, and from the Secretaries 
of the principal local Societies, and is available for 
one exhibit only, except in the case of stock entered 
for sale, when one certificate is sufficient. The exhi- 
bitor, therefore, must apply for as many certificates 
as he has exhibits, except as specified above, and 
must fill them in according to the forms prescribed. 
And as it is from these documents that the catalogue 
will be compiled, it is absolutely necessary that the 
whole of the questions contained in them should be 
answered as far as possible. 


The certificate will not be valid unless signed by 
the exhibitor or his agent. 


No exhibit will be admitted without a certificate 
of entry correctly filled in, signed, and delivered by 
post or otherwise to the Secretary, at the office of 
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Society, on or before the dates for the closing of 
eiitries specified on the certificate of entry or adver- 
tised; and the Secretary will acknowledge the deli- 
very of the certificate by returning to the exhibitor a 
receipt for the same, upon the production of which 
the exhibit will be admitted into the Society’s ground. 


No entrances will be received after the dates 
specified for the closing of the same. 


All owners competing in sections 1 and 2 shall be 
restricted to three entries of pure pedigree (as admis- 
sible in the Stud and Herd Book) in each class, but 
no branch establishment of one partnership shall 
entitle owners to more than the three aforesaid 
entries in each class, but they may enter fen others, 
not necessarily of pure pedigree, for exhibition and 
sale on the grounds upon payment of a fee of ten 
shillings for each head, these latter to be placed in 
yards or covered stalls. In case of protest, based on 
difference of age, animals to be submitted to the 
Society’s Veterinary Surgeon. 


Exhibitors or their agents, when called upon by 
the Stewards or Committee, shall prove the correct: 
ness of their certificates of entry. 


No charge will be made ta members, upon the 
certificate of entry for any of the Society’s prizes, 
but a fee of 2s. 6d. will be levied on certificates of 
entry for non-members. 

Such charge as the Committee may determine shall 
be made for ground or wall space, and the Stewards 
shall use discretionary power as to the space to be 
allotted to each exhibitor. 


V.—Arrival and Arrangement of Exhibits. 


All exhibits must bear a distinctive mark corres- 
ponding with that entered upon the certificate of 
entry, and be delivered to and removed from the 
Society’s ground free of charge. 


Exhibitors or their agents must, if requested, 
point out to the Stewards their respective exhibits, 
in order that they may be identified, classified, and 
numbered according to the catalogue before: being 
submitted to the Judges. 

No exhibit will be admitted into the Society’s 
ground unless the attendant is in possession of the 
Secretary’s receipt ; and each exhibit, when it enters 
the ground, must be at once put into its proper place. 

Exhibits must be brought to the grounds on the 
days to be hereafter specified. 


VI.—Disease or Danger. 


Should there be any reason to suspect that any 
exhibit is either diseased or dangerous, the Society 
reserves the right of removing the same from, or 
refusing its admittance to, the Exhibition. No stock 
will be admitted into the Society’s Exhibition without 
first being passed by Inspectors appointed by the 
Society. 


VIl.—Control of Exhibits. 


Exhibitors shall, under direction of the Stewards, 
arrange their exhibits; and no exhibit shall after- 
ward be moved without the sanction of the Stewards, 
under a penalty not exceeding £5. 

The Committee shall have power to retain the 
oan of any exhibitor so fined, until such fine is 
paid, 

The members of the Executive Committee and the 
Stewards in the section, shall at any time have power 
to enter any space allotted to any exhibitor, and 
give such directions as regards the exhibits as they 
may think fit. 

Exhibitors will render themselves liable to a pen- 
alty of £5, by removing any official placard, ticket, or 
ribbon, affixed or posted by the Stewards, or by 
affixing any other placard, ticket, or ribbon, in lieu 
thereof, or by refusing in any way to carry out the 
instructions of the Stewards, who shall incur no res- 
ponsibility by putting these regulations in force.' 


No exhibitor shall be permitted to be with the 
Stewards, or Judges, during the time of judging the 
exhibits, unless by special request of the Stewards. 
And the exhibit or exhibits of any person infringing 
this rule, shall be at once disqualified. 

Live-stock attendants will be supplied by the 
Stewards with distinguishing badges and required to 
wear the same, and shall be regarded, during the 
time of the Exhibition, as servants of the Society, 
and shall be under the entire control and direction 
of the Stewards. They shall be in attendance each 
day of the Exhibition from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m., for the 
purpose of exhibiting and parading stock. 


VIlL.—Care and Feeding of Stock. 


The Society undertakes to find the necessary 
acconimodation and attendance, if required, for the 
animals and birds during the Exhibition; but no 
provision will be made for the feeding of the same 
(except in the case of Section VI.—Dogs) beyond 
establishing a store at which fodder may be purchased 
by exhibitors; nor will the Society provide for the 
nightly accommodation of entire horses. 


TX.—Departure of Exhibits. 


The Society reserves the right to retain any exhibit 
for such time as the Executive Committee may con- 
sider necessary; and no exhibit shall be remoyed 
from the Exhibition without a formal permit from 
the Stewards or the Secretary. 

The dates on which exhibits will be allowed to be 
removed will be hereafter specified. 


X.— Responsibility. 


DAMAGE THROUGH Exnipits.—The Society will not 
be responsible for any accident that may be caused 
through or by any exhibit, and it shall be a condition 
of entry that each Exhibitor shall hold the Society 
harmless, and indemnify it against any legal proceed 
ings arising from any such accident. 


Damace to Exurpits.—The Society will not, under 
any circumstances, hold itself responsible for any 
loss or misdelivery of live stock, or other exhibits, at 
the Society’s Exhibition, or for any damage thereto. 


Loss py Disease.—The signing of the certificate of 
entry of any animal will be taken as a guarantee that 
the animal specified is free from all disease, as far as 
is known to the owner. In case of infectious disease 
being spread through or by an exhibit; the exhibitor 
shall be held responsible. 


Fire.—Means will be taken to guard against fire 
and protect the property at the Exhibition. 


XI.—Trials, Parade of Stock, &c. 


Due notice will be given by advertisement to exhi- 
bitors of the arrangements made by the Stewards for 
carrying out field trials of implements, machinery, 
parade of stock, &c. 


Movement anp Workinc.—The conveyance to the 
trial ground and working of the implements and ma- 
chinery will be directed by the Stewards, and they 
will be carried out at the exhibitor’s expense. 


Working ImpLemEents.—No implement shall be 
worked on the ground unless by express order of the 
Stewards. 


Gratn IN SHEar, &c.—Grain in sheaf, hay, corn, 
straw, roots, wool, or any material required for test- 
ing the machines, and if wanted horse-power, must 
be provided by exhibitors. 


Steam.—No exhibitor shall light a fire under, or 
supply the boiler of any steam-engine, until he has 
the authority of the Stewards todo so; this authority 
will be given after the engineer appointed by 
the Society has examined the engine, and has certi- 
fied that it is perfectly safe. 
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The Stewards shall have power to order the removal 
of any exhibit worked in contravention of this rule. 


XIl.— Infringement of Regulations, 


In the event of a wilful infringement by an Exhi- 
bitor of any of the foregoing regulations and by-laws, 
it shall be in the power of the Council, upon proof of 
the same, to prohibit such Exhibitor from exhibiting 
and competing at any of the Society’s Exhibitions in 
future. 


XIW.—Prize Awards. 


The prize awards affixed to all exhibits shall be

XIV.—Protests. 


All protests must be lodged with the Secretary, or 
left at the office of the Society, addressed to him, 
within forty-eight hours from the notification of the

XV.—-Non-Competitive. 


The Committee may receive for exhibition only, 
and not for competition, if space admits, any exhibit 
not specified in the schedule, 


x VI—Stewards. 


Stewards in all sections : 


1. Shall attend at the time and place notified to 
them by circular. 

. Shall examine as to the correctnes of certificates 
of entry in their respective sections, prior to 
the completion of the catalogue. 

3. Shall attend to the reception, classification, and 
placing of all exhibits, and to all matters in 
connection therewith. 

4. Shall wait upon the Judges, furnish them with 
award papers, prize cards, or ribbons, and attord 
them all information and attention necessary 
to the discharge of their duties. 

5. Shall sign the award papers conjointly with the 
Judges; see the prize cards or ribbons properly 
affixed to the prize exhibits, and certity to the 
awards noted by the Secretary in the Society’s 
Entrance Registry Book. 

6. Shallreport to the Executive Committee, atleast 
a fortnight before the opening of the Exhibi- 
tion, the number of attendants they require in 
their respective departments. 

7. Shall arrange amongst themselves for the con- 
stant and effective supervision of their sections, 
the behaviour of their attendants, and the 
comfort and conyenience of both Exhibitors 
and the public. 

8. Shall, in case they think it advisable to reject 
an exhibit in any section, at once report the 
same to the Executive Committee, who shall 
take immediate action in the matter.

XX.—Commission on Sales. 


A Commission, or Rebate, of one per cent. on all

piers for the passage ct rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same. 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such billin the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either

That under existing hezu...ous for the collection 
of Canal tolls, eastern bound vessels having paid the 
charges one way in full through the Welland Canal 
are chargeable one section Canal toll if re-entering 
the Lachine Canal ; 

That vessels loaded with grain destined for the 
Montreal Harbour frequently unload only part of 
their cargoes on board sea-going vessels in that 
Harbour, and re-enter the Lachine Canal for the 
purpose of unloading the balance of their cargoes 
either in elevators or mills located along the Canal 
Basins ; 

That in his opinion those vessels -having paid the 
charges one way in full through the Welland Canal,

All applications for Private Bills, properly the sub- 
jects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada,

In the Provinces of Quebec and Manitoba.

Such Notices to 
be continued in each case, for a period of two months 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the first and last insertion of such notice shall be 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 

When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
petitioners, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
prececkng Rule, shall also, at the same time, and in 
the same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
intend to ask; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage ct rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same. 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such bill in the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either 
House after the first ten days of the session.

That in his opinion these vessels having paid the 
charges one way in full through the Welland Canal, 
should be allowed to re-enter the Lachine Canal free 
of tolls, for the purpose before mentioned,— 

Whereupon His Excellency in Council on the 
recommendation of the Honorable the Minister of 
Public Works, has been pleased to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, that the Canal Basins within the City 
limits be considered as part ofthe Montreal Harbour, 
in so far only as regards the collection of tolls on the 
class of vessels above referred to, which re-enter that 
portion of the Canal for the purpose of unloading the 
balance of their cargoes, but that the same shal] not 
apply any further, as in the event of vessels returnin 
to the Harbour to take cargo, in which case the usua 
toll shall be charged against them on passing out of 
the Canal a second time into the Harbour.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 
Rules relating to Notices for Private Bills. 


51. All applications for Private Bills, properly the 
subjects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of “The British North America 
Act, 1867,” whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
Line ; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting the right of Ferry ; the incorporation of any 
particular Trade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
grher Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for the 
otanting to any individual or individuals, any ex- 
ciusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
wouid affect the rights or property of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ; 
or for making any amendment of a like nature to 
any former Act, shall require a Notice, clearly and 
distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and (except in the case of existing cor- 
porations) signed by, or on behalf of the applicants, 
to be published as follows, viz: 


in the Provinces of Quebec and Manitoba. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazeite, in the 
English and French languages, and in one newspaper 
iu the English, and in one in the French language in 
the district affected, or in both languages in one 
paper, if there be but one in the said District, or if 
there be no paper published therein, then, in both 
languages, in a paper in the nearest District, in which 
a .ewspaper is published. 


In any other Province. 
A nctice inserted in the Canada Gazette, and in 


one newspaper published in.the County, or Union of 
Counties affected, or if there be no paper published 


tierein, then in a newspaper in the nearest County 
in which a newspaper is published. Such Notices to 
be continued in each case, for a period of two months 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the tirst and last insertion of such notice shall be 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 

When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
yetitiouers, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also, at the same time, and in 
tne same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
intend to ask; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage ci rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same. 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such billin the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either 
House after the first ten days of the session.

HEREAS the Honorable the Minister of Public 
Works has represented: 

That under existing Regulations for the collection 
of Canal tolls, eastern bound vessels having paid the 
charges one way in full through the Welland Canal 
are chargeable one section Canal toll if re-entering 
the Lachine Canal ; 

That vessels loaded with grain destined for the 
Montreal Harbour frequently unload only part of 
their cargoes on board seagoing vessels in that 
Harbour, and re-enter the Lachine Canal for the 
purpose of unloading the ‘balance of their cargoes 
either in elevators or mills located along the Canal 
Basins ; 

That in his opinion those vessels having paid the 
charges one way in full through the Welland Canal, 
should be allowed to re-enter the Lachine Canal free 
of tolls, for the purpose before mentioned,— 

Whereupon His Excellency in Council on the 
recommendation of the Honorable the Minister of 
Public Works, has been pleased to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, that the Canal Basins within the City 
limits be considered as part ofthe Montreal Harbour, 
in so far only as regards the collection of tolls on the 
class of vessels above referred to, which re-enter that 
portion of the Canal for the purpose of unloading the 
balance of their cargoes, but that the same shall not 
apply any further, as in the event of vessels returning 
to the Harbour to take cargo, in which case the usual 
toll shall be charged against them on passing out of 
the Canal a second time into the Harbour.

of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage ci rafts and vessels,and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same. 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such billin the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—6C0 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House ia sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


Rules relating to Notices for Private Bills. 


51. All applications for Private Bills, properly the 
subjects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of “The British North America 
Act, 1867,” whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
Line ; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting the right of Ferry ; the incorporation of any 
particular Trade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
grher Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for the 
otanting to any individual or individuals, any ex- 
clusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
would affect the rights or property of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ; 
or for making any amendment of a like nature to 
any former Act, shall require a Notice, clearly and 
distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and (except in the case of existing cor- 
porations) signed by, or on behalf of the applicants, 
to he published as follows, viz: 


In the Provinces of Quebec and Manitoba. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazeite, in the 
English and French languages, and in one newspaper 
in the English, and in one in the French language in 
the district affected, or in both languages in one 
paper, if there be but one in the said District, or if 
there be no paper published therein, then, in both 
languages, in a paper in the nearest District, in which 
a -1ewspaper is published. 


In any other Province. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazette, and in 
one newspaper published in the County, or Union of 
Counties affected, or if there be no paper published 


tierein, then in a newspaper in the nearest County 
in which a newspaper is published. Such Notices to 
be continued in each case, for a period of two months 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the first and last insertion of such notice shall be 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 

When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill tor the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
netitioners, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also, at the same time, and in 
{ne same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
autend to ask; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage ci rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the saine. 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Made under Order of the Governor General in Coun- 
cil, of the 2nd day of September 1878, for the 
government of the Pier at Inverhuron Harbour, in 
the County of Bruce, in the Province of Ontario, 
with Tariff of tolls and dues leviable thereat, in 
accordance with the provisions of Act 40 Vic., 
chap. 17. 


Rue J.—That no waggon or other vehicle shall 
drive along the docks or across the same, unless for 
the purpose of loading or unloading vessels. 


Rute Il.—That no lumber, lath, salt or other 
material shall be piled in or near the snubbing posts 
in such a manner that a vessel cannot be made fast. 


Rute II.—That masters of vessels or other persons 
in charge of vessels or rafts, shall make a faithful 
report of the cargo, as to quantity and description, 
to the Wharfinger at his office, and any master or 
person in charge of any vessel or raft neglecting to 
so report and pay the tolls and dues (except by per- 
mission of the Wharfinger) shall be liable to have the 
vessel or raft of which he may be in charge, or of 
which he is master, seized and detained then or at 
any future time until such tolls and dues are paid 
both on cargo and vessel, and the master, owner or 
person shall also be liable to the penalty provided by 
law. 


Rute 1V.—That any master or person in charge of 
any vessel or raft making a false report of cargo shall 
be liable to fine and imprisonment for each and every 
false report, and the vessel or raft shall be liable to 
detention then or at any future time until such dues 
are paid and satisfied, and if any master or person in 
charge of any vessel neglects to report her cargo, 
such vessel or the owner thereof shall be liable for 
the tolls on such cargo at any future time, and the 
master thereof shall be liable to fine or imprisonment. 
The master or person in charge of any vessel or raft 
shall report and pay the tolls to the Wharfinger at 
his office. 


Rutt V.—That no person shall remove any goods, 
chattels, merchandise or material of any description 
from the wharf and docks on which the tolls and 
dues have not been paid, without the permission of 
the Wharfinger. 


Rute VI.—That no person shall throw overboard 
or discharge any ballast, refuse or rubbish of any 
description into the docks or upon the wharf. 


Rute VII.—That all lumber, shingles, lath, salt, or 
any goods or merchandise, or material of any kind 
whatsoever, having been landed, piled or placed on 
the harbour property for shipment shall be liable to 
Harbour Tolls, whether afterwards shipped or not, 
the fact of one having been landed, piled or placed 
on any part of the harbour property shall be pres- 
umptive evidence that the owner intended to ship it, 
and said lumber, timber, salt, &c., shall in conse- 
quence be liable to pay the usual tolls, although 
afterwards removed by teams or otherwise, and shall 
likewise be liable to all the previous conditions as to 


removal and ground rent and sale as hereinafter 
provided. 


Rote VIIl.—That no person shall ride or drive a 
horse or horses faster than at a walk on the wharf or 
harbour quay. 


Route [X.—That no lumber, timber, shingles, lath, 
pickets, ties, cedar posts or poles, cordwood, stone, 
plaster-stone, coal, salt or other goods or materials of 
whatsoever nature or kind shall be landed or placed 
in or upon any of the wharves, piers and lands of the 
harbour, unless by perniission of the wharfinger, and 
then only on such portions of the harbour property 
as may be allotted to them for the time being, and 
shall be so landed and placed in such a manner as 
the wharfinger may direct; and goods, merchandise, 
lumber, salt’ or other material landed or placed on 
the harbour property shall be shipped or removed 
within forty-eight hours, and in default of so shipping 
or removing said goods, lumber, salt or other material , 
it may be removed at the direction of the wharfinger, 
and the expense of such removal shall be a len upon 
such property so removed ; it shall also pay a rental 
of not more than one dollar for every succeeding 
forty-eight hours for each and every twelve feet 
square of the harbour property occupied by said 
goods, lumber, salt or other: material ; provided that 
in case the owner or agent of such goods, lumber, 
salt or other material, refuses or neglects to ship or 
remove the same from the harbour property after the 
expiration of one month, it shall be lawful to sell and 
dispose of the same by-public auction to defray the 
expenses to pay ground rent as above—eight days’ 
notice of such sale to be given by posting handbills 
announcing it in ‘the usual manner. 


RuLE X.—That no person shall obstruct the wharf- 
inger in the performance of his duties. 


Rue XI.—That the tolls and dues specified in the 
accompanying schedule shall be and they are hereby 
imposed and authorized to be levied and collected 
by the wharfinger on the several articles enumerated 
in said schedule, entering the Port of Inverhuron, 
except on articles belonging to the Government of 
Canada which are hereby exempt from payment of 
tolls and dues. 


Rute XII.— The penalty for violation of the law or 
any rule or regulation made thereunder, shall not 
exceed ‘one hundred dollars, and punishment by 
imprisonment shall not exceed thirty days.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Made under Order of the Governor General in Coun- 
cil, of the 2nd day of September 1878, for the 
government of the Pier at Inverhuron Harbour, in 
the County of Bruce, in the Province of Ontario, 
with Tariff of tolls and dues Jeviable thereat, in 
accordance with the provisions of Act 40 Vic., 
chap. 17. 


2uLE I.—That no waggon or other vehicle shall 
drive along the docks or across the same, unless for 
the purpose of loading or unloading vessels. 


Roe IJ.—That no lumber, lath, salt or other 
material shall be piled in or near the snubbing posts 
in such a manner that a vessel cannot be made fast. 


Rute Il].—That masters of vessels or other persons 
in charge of vessels or rafts, shall make a faithful 
report of the cargo, as to quantity and description, 
to the Wharfinger at his office, and any master or 
person in charge of any vessel or raft neglecting to 
so report and pay the tolls and dues (except by per- 
mission of the Wharfinger) shall be liable to have the 
vessel or raft of which he may be in charge, or of 
which he is master, seized and detained then or at 
any future time until such tolls and dues are paid 
both on cargo and vessel, and the master, owner or 
person shall also be liable to the penalty provided by 
law. 


Rute 1V.—That any master or person in charge of 
any vessel or raft making a false report of cargo shall 
be liable to fine and imprisonment for each and every 
false report, and the vessel or raft shall be liable to 
detention then or at any future time until such dues 
are paid end satisfied, and if any master or person in 
charge of any vessel neglects to report her cargo, 
such vessel or the owner thereof shall be liable for 
the tolls on such cargo at any future time, and the 
master thereof shall be liable to fine or imprisonment. 
The master or person in charge of any vessel or raft 


shall report and pay the tolls to the Wharfinger at 
his office. 


Rute V.—That no person shall remove any goods, 
chattels, merchandise or material of any deseription 
from the wharf and docks on which the tolls and 
dues have not been paid, without the permission of 
the Wharfinger. 


Rute VI.—That no person shall throw overboard 
or discharge any ballast, refuse or rubbish of any 
description into the docks or upon the wharf. 


Rote Vil—That all lumber, shingles, lath, salt, or 
any goods or merchandise, or material of any kind 


.' 
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whatsoever, having been landed, piled or placed on 
the harbour property for shipment shall be liable to 
Harbour Tolls, whether afterwards shipped or not, 
the fact of one having been landed, piled or placed 
onany part of the harbour property shall be pres- 
umptive evidence that the owner intended to ship it, 
and said lumber, timber, salt, &c., shall in conse- 
quence be liable to pay the usual tolls, although 
afterwards removed by teams or otherwise, and shall 
likewise be liable to all the previous conditions as to 
removal and ground rent and sale as hereinafter 
provided. 


Rute VIII.—That no person shall ride or drive a 
horse or horses faster than at a walk on the wharf or 
harbour quay. 


Rute [X.—That no lumber, timber, shingles, lath, 
pickets, ties, cedar posts or poles, cordwood, stone, 
plaster-stone, coal, salt or other goods or materials of 
whatsoever nature or kind shall be landed or placed 
in or upon any of the wharves, piers and lands of the 
harbour, unless by permission of the wharfinger, and 
then only on such portions of the harbour property 
as may be allotted to them for the time being, and 
shall be so landed and placed in such a manner as 
the wharfinger may direct ; and goods, merchandise, 
lumber, salt or other material landed or placed on 
the harbour property shall be shipped or removed 
within forty-eight hours, and in default of so shipping 
or removing said goods, lumber, salt or other material, 
it may be removed at the direction of the wharfinger, 
and the expense of such removal shall be a lien upon 
such property so removed ; it shall also pay a rental 
of not more than one dollar for every succeeding 
forty-eight hours for each and every twelve feet 
square of the harbour property occupied by said 
goods, lumber, salt or other material ; provided that 
in case the owner or agent of such goods, lumber, 
salt or other material, refuses or neglects to ship or 
remove the same from the harbour property after the 
expiration of one month, it shall be lawful to sell and 
dispose of the same by public auction to defray the 
expenses to pay ground rent as above—eight days’ 
notice of such sale to be given by posting handbills 
announcing it in the usual manner. 


Rute X.—That no person shall obstruct the wharf- 
inger in the performance of his duties. 


Rute XI.—That the tolls and dues specified in the 
accompanying schedule shall be and they are hereby 
imposed and authorized to be levied and collected 
by the wharfinger on the several articles enumerated 
in said schedule, entering the Port of Inverhuron, 
except on articles belonging to the Government of 
Canada which are hereby exempt from payment of 


tolls and dues. 


Rute XII.— The penalty for violation of the law or 
any rule or regulation made thereunder, shall not 
exceed one hundred dollars, and punishment by 
imprisonment shall not exceed thirty days.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


Rules relating to Notices for Private Bills. 


51. All applications for Private Bills, properly the 
subjects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of “The British North America 
Act, 1867,” whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
Line ; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting the right of Ferry ; the incorporation of any 
particular Trade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
grher Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for the 
otanting to any individual or individuals, any ex- 
clusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
would affect the rights or property of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ; 
or for making any amendment of a like nature to 
any former Act, shall require a Notice, clearly and 
distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and (except in the case of existing cor- 
porations) signed by, or on behalf of the applicants, 
to be published as follows, viz: 


In the Provinces of Quebec and Manitoba. 


A notice inserted in the 'Canada Gazeite, in the 
Enelish and French languages, and in one newspaper 
in the English, and in one in the French language in 
the district affected, or in both languages in one 


paper, if there be but one in the said District, or if| | 


there be no paper published therein, then, in both 
languages, in a paper in the nearest District, in which 
a newspaper is published. 


In any other Province. 
A notice inserted in the Canada Gazette, and in 


one newspaper published in the County, or Union of 
Counties affected, or if there be no paper published 
2 


therein, then in a newspaper in the nearest County 
in which a newspaper is published. Such Notices to 
be continued in each case, for a period of two months 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
next vreceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the first and last insertion of such notice shall be ~ 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 

When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill tor the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
petitioners, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also, at the same time, and in 
the same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
intend to ask; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage ol rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same. 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such billin the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either 
House after the first ten days of the session.

Rules of the Senate relating to Notices for Bills of 
Divorce. 


72. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is required 
to give notice of his intention so to do, and to specify 
from whom and for what cause, by advertisements, 
during six months, in the Canada Gazette, andin two 
newspapers published in the District, in Quebec and 
Manitoba, or in the County, or Union of Counties in 
the other Provinces, where such applicant usually 
resided at the time of the separation, or if the 
requisite number of papers cannot be found therein, 
then in the adjoining District, or County, or Union 
of Counties. 

73. A copy of the notice, in writing, is to be served 
at the instance of the applicant, upon the person 
from whom the Divorce is sought, if the residence of 
such person can be ascertained ; and proof on oath 
of such service, or of the attempts made to effect it, 
to the satisfaction of the Senate, is to be adduced 
before the Senate on the reading of the Petition.

Z. A. LASH, V fHEREAS it is, in 
Deputy of the Minister of and by the Act 

Justice, Canada. passed in the Session of 
the Parliament of Canada, held in the Thirty-seventh 
year of Our Reign, chaptered thirty-four, and intituled 
“An Act to provide for the appointment of Harbour 
Masters in certain ports in the Provinces of Quebec, 
Ontario, British Columbia, and Prince Edward 
Island,’ amongst other things in effect enacted, that 
the said Act shall apply to the Provinces of Quebec, 
Ontario, British Columbia and Prince Edward Island, 
and to such ports and such ports only (except the 
Ports of Quebec and Montreal, in the Province of 
Quebec, and Toronto, in the Province of Ontario,) in 
either of the said Provinces as shall from time to 
time be designated for that purpose by Proclamation 
under an Order or Orders of the Governor in Council ; 


Anp WHEREAS an Order of the Governor in 
Council was passed on the second day of September, 
in the year of Our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-eight, designating the Port of Amherst 
Harbour, Magdalen Islands, in the Province of 
Quebec, as a Port to which the said Act and the 
Acts amending the same shall apply. 


Now Know Yz, that We do hereby, and by virtue 
of the authority vested in Us by the said Act and 
Order in Council respectively, Proclaim and Declare, 
that the Act hereinbefore mentioned and intituled 
‘‘An Act to provide for the appointment of Harbour 
Masters for certain Ports in the Provinces of Quebec, 
Ontario, British Columbia and Prince Edward Island,” 
and the Acts amending the same, shall henceforth 
apply to the Port of Amherst Harbour, Magdalen 
Islands, in the Province of Quebec. 


Of all which Our loving subjects and all others whom 
these presents may concern, are hereby required to 
take notice and govern themselves accordingly.

BY-LAWS, 


Rules and Regulations of the Board of Pilotage 
Commissioners for the County of Hants. 


1.—The Pilot limits for the said County of Hants, 
in said pilotage district, are to embrace Cobequid 
Bay, the Basin of Minas, Minas Channel, and extend 
down the Bay of Fundy, until it strikes a line drawn 
from Cape Chignecto, in the County of Cumberland, 
to a pomt in the County of Kings, where the division 
line between the Counties of Kings and Annapolis 
strikes the Bay of Fundy, such limits also to include 
ae several ports, rivers and creeks in the County of 

ants, 


2.—For the purpose of establishing rates of pilotage 
for the aforesaid district, it has been divided into 
the following sub-divisions, viz :— 


No. 1 Sub-division shall extend from the port of 
Windsor, down to Avon, St. Croix and Kennetcook 
rivers, Hantsport and all landings on the said rivers 
to a line from Horton Bluff to Indian Point, thence 
to extend to a line from Blomidon to Cape Sharp, 
thence extending seaward to Cape Split, thence toa 
line to Spencer’s Island, thence from Spencer’s 
Island seaward to Cape Chignecto, in the County of 
Cumberland, thence to a point in the County of 
Kings, where the division line between the Counties 
of Kings and Annapolis strikes the Bay of Fundy, 
such limits to include the several ports, rivers and 
creeks in the County of Hants. 


No. 2 Sub-division shall include all places in the 
Shubenacadie River and Cobequid Bay, to a line from 
Burntcoat Light to Economy Point, thence extending 
seaward to a line from Cape Sharp to Cape Blomidon, 


thence seaward to Cape Split, thence in a line to 
Spencer’s Island, thence from Spencer’s Island sea- 
ward to Cape Chignecto in the County of Cumber- 
land, thence to a point in the County of Kings where 
the diyision line between the Counties of Kings and 
Annapolis strikes the Bay of Fundy, such limits to 
include the several ports, rivers and creeks in the 
Courty of Hants. 


3.—The pilotage dues in the district of Hants have 
been made compulsory, and the pilots appointed by 
the pilotage authority of that district are alone 
entitled to pilot ships or vessels to ports and places 
in the County of Hants, and the rates are as follows :— 


For the first station of sub-division No.1, to and 
from Windsor including St. Croix, Kennetcook, 
Hantsport and all places in the Avon River except 
Grant’s wharf (so called) to a line from Horton Bluff 
to Indian Point, the rate shall be 40 cents per foot 
inward and 40 cents per foot outward. 

For the second station of sub-division No. 1, to and 
from Horton Bluff to Cape Blomidon to a line across 
to Cape Sharp, 20 cents per foot inward and 20 cents 
per foot outward, additional to the rate named for 
first station. 


4,._For the third station of sub-division No. 1, to 
and from Cape Blomidon to Cape Split, thence in a 
line to Spencer’s Island, inward 40 cents per foot and 
outward 40 cents per foot additional to the rates 
named for the first and second stations. 


5.—For the fourth station of sub-division No. 1, to 
and from Grant’s Wharf, Cheverie and Walton, and 
all landings on that shore to a line from Cape Blo- 
midon to Cape Sharp, inward 40 cents per foot, and 
outward the rate shall be 40 cents per foot. 


6.—For a fifth station of sub-division No. 1, to and 
from Cape Blomidon to Cape Split, thence to a line 
to Spencer’s Island, inward 40 cents per foot, and 
outward 40 cents per foot additional to the rate 
named for a fourth station. 


7.—For the first station of sub-division No. 2, from 
all places on the Shubenacadie River and Cobequid 
Bay in Hants County, to a line from Burntcoat Light 
to Economy Point, the rate shall be 40 cents per 
foot inward, and 40 cents per foot outward. 


8.—For a second station of sub-division No. 2, from 
Economy Point to Cape Sharp, thence in a line to 
Cape Blomidon, the rate shall be 20 cents per foot 
additional to the rate for the first station. 


9.—For a third station of sub-division No. 2, from 
Cape Blomidon to Cape Split, thence in a line to 
Spencer’s Island, the rate shall be 40 cents per foot 
additional to the rates mentioned in first and second 
stations of this sub-division. 


10.—Any vessel entering inward, bound to any 
place in the sub-division No. 1 shall be piloted by a 
pilot licensed for that sub-division, but in case any of 
the pilots licensed for that sub-division cannot be 
obtained, then the pilots of sub-division No. 2 are at 
liberty to board the vessel and pilot her, until they 
are spoken by any of the pilots of sub-diyision No. 1, 
who will then be entitled to pilot the vessel to her 
destination ; the pilotage to be settled pro rata for 
the distance by the pilotage authority, and pilots of 
sub-division No. 2 shall have the same aforesaid rights 
and privileges within their own sub-division. 


11.—Any master of a vessel receiving a certificate 
under Sec. 65 of the Pilotage Act shall pay five 
dollars yearly. 


12.—All coasting vessels plying to and from ports 
on the Basin of Minas within the district, or to and 
from the Province of New Brunswick, shall not be 
compelled to take a pilot or be subject to the afore- 
said rules and regulations of pilotage.

13,—Every licensed pilot at the time of receiving 
his license, shall give a bond to the Commissioners for 
his compliance with the Harbor and Pilot Regula- 
tions, and for the faithful performance of his duty as 
a pilot during the ensuing year, himself in the sum 
of fifty dollars, and two securities to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioners, in twenty-five dollars each. 
Such bond to be renewed every year during the 
Pilot’s continuance in office. 


14.Every pilot on receiving his license shall pay 
for the same the sum of ten dollars, and five dollars 
for each annual renewal thereof; and shall also pay 
one dollar for his bond, and one dollar for every 
renewal thereof, such funds to be paid into the 
pilotage fund. 


15.—No pilot shall in any manner dispossess him- 
self of his license or bond, or lend the same to any 
person whomsoever, under a penalty of forty dollars 
for each and every offence. 


16.—Every licensed pilot taking charge of any 
vessel, shall in all cases behave himself with civility, 
and be strictly sober while in the discharge of his 
duty, and shall use the utmost care and diligence 
for the safety of the vessel, and to prevent her doing 
damage to other vessels, under a penalty not exceed- 
ing forty dollars for every offence. 


17._No pilot, master, or person in charge of any 
vessel shall so anchor such vessel as to prevent a free 
or uninterrupted passage for all other vessels as pro- 
vided for in the Harbour Masters’ Regulations, or a 
free and safe access to any wharf at which such 
vessels are accustomed to take berths, under a 
penalty not exceeding forty dollars. 


18.--Every licensed pilot on boarding any vessel shall 
enquire if any person affected with any infectious or 
contagious disease be on board, or if such vessel be 
from any port or place making her liable to quarantine 
laws, or be an emigrant vessel; in any one of such 
cases he shall cause the national flag to be heisted at 
the main, and shall bring her to anchor ai i:.c usual 
place for riding quarantine, and shall not suffer any 
person to board or leave the vessel, until she be 
visited by the Health Officer, nor without the per- 
mission of such officer, under a penalty not exceeding 
forty dollars for every offence. 


19.—Any pilot, piloting a vessel inwards from sea, 
shall be entitled to pilot her to sea when she next 
leaves port, unless on complaint of the master, 
owner or agent of the said vessel, the Pilotage 
Authority shall direct otherwise. 


20.—Any pilot in waiting on an outward bound 
vessel, if detained from stress of weather or other 
causes, shall be entitled to receive two dollars per 
diem, in addition to outward pilotage. 


21.—Whenever any accident shall occur or be 
caused by any vessel whilst in the charge of a pilot, 
it shall be the duty of suchpilot forthwith, after he 
shall have ceased to be in the actual charge of such 
vessel, to repair to the office of the Secretary and 
there personally report himself and the accident that 
has occurred, and in default of his so doinz, such 
pilot shall, for each and every such default, forfeit 
and pay a penalty not exceeding forty dollars. 


22.—Any questions or disputes arising between 
pilots, masters of vessels and others, respecting 
pilotage, or for ,any extra remuneration in cases 
of any extraordinary nature, and all other questions 
and disputes between them respecting salvage or 
otherwise, shall be submitted to the Commissioners 
to be adjusted and decided by them, and the decision 
of the Commissioners, or a majority of them respect- 


ing all such questions and disputes, in which the 


subject matter does not exceed the sum of forty 
dollars, shall be final and binding on all parties, and 
every licensed pilot who shall act contrary to this 
regulation, or shall refuse or neglect to appear before 
the Commissioners after twenty-four hours notice, 
when his attendance shall be required by them on 
any occasion, or who shall give any unnecessary 
trouble or annoyance or detention to masters or 
vessels, shall for every such offence be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding forty dollars, and also to 
suspension or dismissal at the discretion of the Com- 
missioners. 


23,_Ships of Her Majesty’s navy and all ships of 
war, and all Government vessels belonging to Canada, 
when taking a pilot to pay the same rate of pilotage 
as merchant vessels. 


24, All pilotage dues shall be paid to the Secretary 
of the Board, who shall keep a book for the entry of 
all sums received and all sums paid out to the pilot, 
or on any other account. 


25,—Every licensed pilot who shall pilot any vessel 
inwards, shall, within one day after his arrival, report 
to the Secretary the arrival of such vessel, and the 
amount of pilotage due thereon; and every licensed 
pilot shall likewise report all vessels piloted outwards 
by him, and shall pay over to the Secretary the fees 
collected for such service. 


26.—Any pilot who shall demand or receive any 
higher or greater sum for pilotage of any vessel than 
is by law allowed therefor, shall incur a penalty not 
exceeding forty dollars. 


27.—The number of pilots for Hants County shall 
not exceed twelve, three of which will be at Maitland. 


28.—All boats to be licensed as pilot boats shall be 
surveyed and, if found satisfactory to the Pilotage 
Authority, shall be licensed for a term not exceeding 
one year, on the payment of a license fee of five 
dollars. 


29.—Each such pilot boat to have one or more 
suitable boats for the conveyance of pilots to and 
from vessels and for rendering assistance to vessels 
in distress, also to have one or more life preservers 
for each pilot and apprentice belonging and attached 
to such pilot boat. 


30.—All licensed pilot boats shall be approved and 
licensed by the Commissioners, and shall haye all the 
numbers, names and other characteristics required 
and specified by section 75 of the Pilotage Act. 


31.—Any licensed pilot not complying with the 
foregoing By-laws, or evading or attempting to eyade 
the sense, intent or meaning of any or either of them, 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding forty 
dollars, and in case of a continuing breach of the 
same, shall be liable to have his license withdrawn or 
suspended at the discretion of the Pilotage Authority. 


32.—These Rules and Regulations must not be 
construed to affect specially exempted vessels from 
payment of Pilotage dues under the Pilotage Act of 
1873; or Acts to amend the same passed in 1879 
and 1877.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Made under Order of the Governor General in Coun- 
cil, of the 2nd day of September 1878, for the 
government of the Pier at Inverhuron Harbour, in 
the County of Bruce, in the Province of Ontario, 
with Tariff of tolls and dues leviable thereat, in 
accordance with the provisions of Act 40 Vic., 
chap. 17. 


Rutz [.—That no waggon or other vehicle shall 
drive along the docks or across the same, unless for 
the purpose of loading or unloading vessels. 


Route I].—That no lumber, lath, salt or other 
material shall be piled in or near the snubbing posts 
in such a manner that a vessel cannot be made fast. 


Rutw [1.—That masters of vessels or other persons 
in charge of vessels or rafts, shall make a faithful 
report of the eargo, as to quantity and description, 
to the Wharfinger at his office, and any master or 
person in charge of any vessel or raft neglecting to 
so report and pay the tolls and dues (except by per- 
mission of the Wharfinger) shall be liable to have the 
vessel or raft of which he may be in charge, or of 
which he is master, seized and detained then or at 
any future time until such tolls and dues are paid 
both on cargo and vessel, and the master, owner or 
pen shall also be liable to the penalty provided by 
aw. 


Rute 1V.—That any master or person in charge of 
any vessel or raft making a false report of cargo shall 
be liable to fine and imprisonment for each and every 
false report, and the vessel or raft shall be liable to 
detention then or at any future time until such dues 
are paid end satisfied, and if any master or person in 
charge of any vessel neglects to report her cargo, 
such vessel or the owner thereof shall be liable for 
the tolls on such cargo at any future time, and the 
master thereof shall be liable to fine or imprisonment. 
The master or person in charge of any vessel or raft 
shall report and pay the tolls to the Wharfinger at 
his office. 


Rute V.—That no person shall remove any goods, 
ehatéels, merchandise or material of any description 
from the wharf and docks on which the tolls and 
dues have not been paid, without the permission of 
the Wharfinger. 


Rutz ViI.—That no person shall throw overboard 
or discharge any ballast, refuse or rubbish of any 
description into the docks or upon the wharf. 


Rute VII.—That all lumber, shingles, lath, salt, or 
any goods or merchandise, or material of any kind 
whatsoever, having been landed, piled or placed on 
the harbour property for shipment shall be liable to 
Harbour Tolls, whether afterwards shipped or not, 
the fact of one having been landed, piled or placed 
on any part of the harbour property shall be pres- 
umptive evidence that the owner intended to ship it, 
and said lumber, timber, salt, &c., shall in conse- 
quence be liable to pay the usual tolls, although 
afterwards removed by teams or otherwise, and shall 
likewise be liable to all the previous conditions as to 
removal and ground rent and sale as hereinafter 
provided. 


Rute VIII—That no person shall ride or drive a 
horse or horses faster than at a walk on the wharf or 
harbour quay. 


Rote [X.—That no lumber, timber, shingles, lath, 
piekets, ties, cedar posts or poles, cordwood, stone, 
plaster-stone, coal, salt or other goods or materials of 
whatsoever nature or kind shall be landed or placed 
iz or upon any of the wharves, piers and lands of the 
harbour, unless by permission of the wharfinger, and 
teen only on such portions of the harbour property 
as may be allotted to them for the time being, and 
shall be so landed and placed in such a manner as 
the wharfinger may direct; and goods, merchandise, 
lumber, salt or other material landed or placed on 
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the harbour property shall be shipped or removed 
within forty-eight hours, and in default of so shipping 
or removing said goods, lumber, salt or other material, 
it may be removed at the direction of the wharfinger, 
and the expense of such removal shall be a lien upon 
such property so removed ; it shall also pay a rental 
of not more than one dollar for every succeeding 
forty-eight hours for each and every twelve feet 
square of the harbour property occupied by said 
goods, lumber, salt or other material ; provided that 
in case the owner or agent of such goods, lumber, 
salt or other material, refuses or neglects to ship or 
remove the same from the harbour property after the 
expiration of one month, it shall be lawful to sell and 
dispose of the same by public auction to defray the 
expenses to pay ground rent as above—eight days’ 
notice of such sale to be given by posting handbills 
announcing it in the usual manner. 


Rute X.—That no person shall obstruct the wharf- 
inger in the performance of his duties. 


Ruin XI.—That the tolls and dues specified in the 
accompanying schedule shall be and they are hereby 
imposed and authorized to be levied and collected 
by the wharfinger on the several articles enumerated 
in said schedule, entering the Port of Inverhuron, 
except on articles belonging to the Government of 
Canada which are hereby exempt from payment of 
tolls and dues. 


Rue XII.— The penalty for violation of the law or 
any rule or regulation made thereunder, shall not 
exceed one hundred dollars, and punishment by 
imprisonment shall not exceed thirty days.

51. All applications for Private Bills, properly the 
subjects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada,

T a Meeting of the Pilotage Authority for the 

Pilotage District of Caraquet, held at Caraquet, 

in the County of Gloucester, Province of New-Bruns- 

wick, the 27th day of July, 1878, the following Rules 
and Regulations were agreed to :— 


lst. Six or more persons shall be appointed and 
licensed as pilots by the Pilotage Authority for the 
district. Such persons shall be of the age of not less 
than twenty-one years, of good moral character, and 
previous to receiving a license shall each undergo 
such examination under the direction of the Pilotage 
Authority as such Authority shall deem necessary, 
but no license shall be granted to a licensed Pilot of 
any other district. 


2nd. Each and every pilot holding a license or 
branch granted by the Sessions or Municipality of the 
County of Gloucester to pilot vessels into any portor 
harbour within this district, shall, immediately after 
the passing of these regulations, produce and deliver 
up such license or branch to the Pilotage Authority. 


3rd. Every pilot must, on receiving his license, 
prove to the satisfaction of the Pilotage Authority 
that he is provided with a suitable boat. subject to 
their approval, to be used by him as a pilot boat, such 
boat shall have the following characteristics: On her 
stern her name, the name of her owner and the port 
or ports for which he is licensed, painted on a black 
ground in white letters one inch broad and three 
inches long, and on each bow the number of his 
license. When afloat during the day time a flag not 
less than five feet long and thirty inches wide, of two 
colors, the upper horizontal half white and the lower 
horizontal half red, and at night one white light at the 
mast head. Such flag and lights, as well as the letters 
and number on the boat shall be kept clean and 
distinct, and shall be so arranged and placed as to 
be easily discerned at a reasonable distance. 


Ath, Each and every pilot licensed for the first time 
atter the passing of these regulations shall pay to 
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the Pilotage Authority the sum of Two Dollars, and 
shall have his license annually renewed on payment 
of One Dollar, but he shall be subject to be suspended 
or removed at any time by the Pilotage Authority, 
for neglect of duty, improper conduct, incapacity or 
breach of any of these regulations. 


Sth. It shall be lawful for every licensed pilot to 
demand and receive of and from the master, owner, 
or agent of any ship or vessel such fees, as he shall 
earn and be entitled to under these regulations, except 
when any licensed pilot offers his service to a ship or 
vessel not exempt from the payment of pilotage fees, 
appearing off or within the limits of the pilotage dis- 
trict intending to come in or which shall come into 
‘any port in the district, and being refused, then the 
Pilotage Authority shall be entitled to demand of and 

collect from the master, owner or agent the same 
amount as if such pilot had been actually employed 
to pilot such ship or vessel into port, and so much of 
said amount not less than half as the Pilotage Author- 
ity shall declare just shall be paid to the pilot having 
so offered his services. 


' 6th. Any pilot piloting a vessel from sea shall be 
entitled to pilot her to sea when she nest leaves port, 
unless on request of the master, owner or agent of 
such vessel, the Pilotage Authority directs otherwise. 


Tth. Hach and every licensed pilot must, on the 
last Monday in every month from April to December 
in each and every year, make returns to the Pilotage 
Authority of the district of the name, tonnage, rig and 
nationality of every ship or vessel piloted by him 
from sea, when he boarded her and what extra 
services, if any, were rendered by him from the time 
he went on board such ship or vessel until she again 
proceeded to sea, and the amount of fees received by 
him; he shall immediately report to the Pilotage 
Authority any vessel or vessels spoken by him which 
have refused his services, and any accident that may 
have happened to any vessel under his charge, or any 
other matter of importance in connection with such 
vessel or vessels. 


sth. A master or mate of any ship or vessel regis- 
tered in Canada, may, on application to the Pilotage 
Authority and on payment of ten dollars, upon 
examination and approval ofsaid Pilotage Authority, 
receive a certificate which may be annually renewed 
by such authority on further payment of ten dollars ; 
and while such master or mate holds such certificate 
and is actually employed as master or mate of such 
ship or vessel, such ship or vessel shall not be com- 
pelled to employ a pilot or be liable to pay pilotage 
fees. 


9th. Any dispute or difference arising between the 
_ master of any ship and any pilot or pilots relating to 
the payment of pilotage fees or to the proper con- 
struction of these regulations shall be referred to 
the Pilotage Authority for their arbitrament and 
decision. 


10th. Any pilot belonging to another district in 
charge of any vessel intending to come into any port 
in this district shall immediately surrender his charge 
when spoken to within the limits of the district by 
any of its pilots. 


llth. Any licensed pilot knowing that any of the 
buoys are out of place shall forthwith give information 
of the same to the Pilotage Commissioners or any one 
of them, and such pilot neglecting to do so shall 
incur a penalty not exceeding forty dollars. 


° 


12th, Any person who shall be guilty of a breach of 
any of these regulations shall incur a penalty not 
exceeding forty dollars. And in case of a continuing 
breach he shall incur a further penalty not exceeding 
four dollars for every twenty-four hours during which 
such breach continues, at the discretion of the 
Court or Justice by whom the same is inflicted. 


13th. The rates of pilotage dues within the Pilotage 


District of Caraquet for all inward or outward bound 
vessels of not more than eighty tons, shall be as fol- 
lows, viz :— 


For vessels not more than 60 tons registered tonnage, 
when employing pilots, $6.00. 
Over 60 tons and not more than 80 tons, $9.00. 


And for all vessels over eighty tons, inward, $] .20 per 
foot draught of water, and, outward, $1.00 per foot. 


For removing any vessel of not more than 150 tons 
from any mooring ground or ballast berth to any 
other mooring ground or ballast berth within any 
harbour in the District, the sum of +1.50, and for so 
removing any vessel over 150 tons the sum of $2.00.

BY-LAWS, 


Rules and Regulations of the Board of Pilotage 
Commissioners for the County of Hants. 


1.— The Pilot limits for the said County of Hants, 
in said pilotage district, are to embrace Cobequid 
Bay, the Basin of Minas, Minas Channel, and extend 
down the Bay of Fundy, until it strikes a line drawn 
from Cape Chignecto, in the County of Cumberland, 
to a pomt in the County of Kings, where the division 
line between the Counties of Kings and Annapolis 
strikes the Bay of Fundy, such limits also to include 
the several ports, rivers and creeks in the County of 
Hants. 


2.—For the purpose of establishing rates of pilotage 
for the aforesaid district, it has been divided into 
the following sub-divisions, viz :— 


No. 1 Sub-division shall extend from the port of 
Windsor, down to Avon, St. Croix and Kennetcook 
rivers, Hantsport and all landings on the said rivers 
to a line from Horton Bluff to Indian Point, thence 
to extend to a line from Blomidon to Cape Sharp, 
thence extending seaward to Cape Split, thence to a 
line to Spencer’s Island, thence from Spencer’s 
Island seaward to Cape Chignecto, in the County of 
Cumberland, thence to a point in the County of 
Kings, where the division line between the Counties 
of Kings and Annapolis strikes the Bay of Fundy, 
such limits to include the several ports, rivers and 
ereeks in the County of Hants. 


No. 2 Sub-division shall include all places in the 
Shubenacadie River and Cobequid Bay, to a line from 
Burntcoat Light to Economy Point, thence extending 
seaward to a line from Cape Sharp to Cape Blomidon, 
thence seaward ta Cape Split, thence in a line to 
Spencer’s Island, thence from Spencer’s Island sea- 
ward to Cape Chignecto in the County of Cumber- 
land, thence to a point in the County of Kings where 
the division line between the Counties of Kings and 
Annapolis strikes the Bay of Fundy, such limits to 
include the several ports, rivers and creeks in the 
County of Hants.

3.—The pilotage dues in the district of Hants have 


been made compulsory, and the pilots appointed by 
the pilotage authority of that district are alone 


entitled to pilot ships or vessels to ports and places 


in the County of Hants, and the rates are as follows :— 


For the first station of sub-division No. 1, to and 
from Windsor including St. Croix, Kennetcook, 
Hantsport and all places in the Avon River except 


Grant's wharf (so called) to a line from Horton Bluff 


to Indian Point, the rate shall be 40 cents per foot 
inward and 40 cents per foot outward. 

For the second station of sub-division No. 1, to and 
from Horton Bluff to Cape Blomidon to a line across 
to Cape Sharp, 20 cents per foot inward and 20 cents 
per foot outward, additional to the rate named for 
first station. 


4.—For the third station of sub division No. 1, to 
and from Cape Blomidon to Cape Split, thence ina 
line to Spencer’s Island, inward 40 cents per foot and 
outward 40 cents per foot additional to the rates 
named for the first and second stations. 


5.—For the fourth station of sub-division No. 1, to 
and from Grant’s Wharf, Cheverie and Walton, and 
all landings on that shore to a line from Cape Blo- 
midon to Cape Sharp, inward 40 cents per foot, and 
outward the rate shall be 40 cents per foot. 


6.—For a fifth station of sub-division No. 1, to and 
from Cape Blomidon to Cape Split, thence to a line 
to Spencer’s Island, inward 40 cents per foot, and 
outward 40 cents per foot additional to the rate 
named for a fourth station. 


7.—For the first station of sub-division No. 2, from 
all places on the Shubenacadie River and Cobequid 
Bay in Hants County, to a line from Burntcoat Light 
to Economy Point, the rate shall be 40 cents per 
foot inward, and 40 cents per foot outward. 


8.—For a second station of sub-division No. 2, from 
Economy Point to Cape Sharp, thence in a line to 
Cape Blomidon, the rate shall be 20 cents per foot 
additional to the rate for the first station. 


9.—For a third station of sub-division No. 2, from 
Cape Blomidon to Cape Split, thence in a line to 
Spencer’s Island, the rate shall be 40 cents per foot 
additional to the rates mentioned in first and second 
stations of this sub-division. ~ 


10.—Any vessel entering inward. bound to any 
place in the sub-division No. 1 shall be piloted by a 
pilot licensed for that sub-division, but in ease any of 
the pilots licensed for that sub-division cannot be 
obtained, then the pilots of sub-division No. 2 are at 
liberty to board the vessel and pilot her, until they 
are spoken by any of the pilots of sub-division No. 1, 
who will then be entitled to pilot the vessel to her 
destination ; the pilotage to be settled pro rata for 
the distance by the pilotage authority, and pilots of 
sub-division No. 2 shall have the same aforesaid rights 
and privileges within their own sub-division. 


1]._Any master of a vessel receiving a certifivate 
under Sec. 65 of the Pilotage Act shall pay five 
dollars yearly. 


12.—All coasting vessels plying to and from ports 
on the Basin of Minas within the district, or to and 
from the Province of New Brunswick, shall not be 
compelled to take a pilot or be subject to the afore- 
said rules and regulations of pilotage. 


13.—_Kvery licensed pilot at the time of receiving 
his license, shall give a bond to the Commissioners for 
his compliance with the Harbor and Pilot Regula- 
tions, and for the faithful performance of his duty as 
a pilot during the ensuing year, himself in the sum 
of fifty dollars, and two securities to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioners, In twenty-five dollars each. 
Such bond to be renewed every year during the 
Pilot’s continuanese in offiee. 


14.Every pilot on receiving his license shali pay 
for the same the sum of ten dollars, and five dollars 
for each annual renewal thereof; and shall also pay 
one dollar for his bond, and one dollar for every 
renewal thereof, such funds to be paid into the 
pilotage fund. 


15.—No pilot shall in any manner dispossess him- 
self of his license ot bond, or lend the same to any 
person whomsoever, under a penalty of forty dollars 
for each antl every offence. 


16.—Every licensed pilot taking charge of any 
vessel, shall in all cases behave himself with civility, 
and be strictly sober while in the discharge of his 
duty, and shall use the utmost care and diligence 
for the safety of the vessel, and to prevent her doing 
damage to other vessels, under a penalty not exceed- 
ing forty dollars for every offence. 


17.—No pilot, master, or person in charge of any 
vessel shall so anchor such vessel as to prevent a free 
or uninterrupted passage for all other vessels as pro- 
vided for in the Harbour Masters’ Regulations, or a 
free and safe access to any wharf at which such 
vessels are accustomed to take berths, under a 
penalty not exceeding forty dollars. 


18.~-Every licensed pilot on boarding any vessel shall 
enquire if any person affected with any infectious or 
contagious disease be on board, or if such vessel be 
from any port or place making her hable to quarantine 
laws, or be an emigrant vessel; in any one of such 
cases he shall cause the national flag to be hoisted at 
the main, and shall bring her to anchor at the usual 
place for riding quarantine, and shall not suffer any 
person to board or leave the vessel, until she be 
visited by the Health Officer, nor without the per- 
mission of such officer, under a penalty not exceeding 
forty dollars for every offence. 


19._Any pilot, piloting a vessel inwards from sea, 
shall be entitled to pilot her to sea when she next 
leaves port, unless on complaint of the master, 
owner or agent of the said vessel, the Pilotage 
Authority shall direct otherwise. 


20.— Any pilot in waiting on an outward bound 
vessel, if detained from stress of weather or. other 
causes, Shall be entitled to receive two dollars per 
diem, in addition to outward pilotage. 


21,—Whenever any aceident shall occur or be 
caused by any vessel whilst in the charge of a pilot, 
it shall be the duty of such pilot forthwith, after he 
shall have ceased to be in the actual charge of such 
vessel, to repair to the office of the Secretary and 
there personally report himself and the accident that 
has occurred, and in default of his so doinz, such 
pilot shall, for each and every such default, forfeit 
and pay a penalty not exceeding forty dollars. 


22,.-Any questions or disputes arising between 
pilots, masters of vessels and others, respecting 
pilotage, or for any extra remuneration in cases 
of any extraordinary nature, and all other questions 
and disputes between them respecting salvage or 
otherwise, shall be submitted to the Commissioners 
to be adjusted and decided by them, and the decision 
of the Commissioners, or a majority of them respect- 
ing all such questions and disputes, in which the 
subject matter does not exceed the sum of forty 
dollars, shall be final and binding on all parties, and 
every licensed pilot who shall act contrary to this 
regulation, or shall refuse or neglect to appear before 
the Commissioners after twenty-four hours notice, 
when his attendance shall be required by them on 
any occasion, or who shall give any unnecessary 
trouble or annoyance or detention to masters or 
vessels, shall for every such offence be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding forty dollars, and also to 
suspension or dismissal at the discretion of the Com- 
missioners. 


23.—Ships of Mer Majesty’s navy and all ships of 
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war, and all Government vessels belonging to Canada, 
when taking a pilot to pay the same rate of pilotage 
as merchant vessels, 


24.—All pilotage dues shall be paid to the Secretary 
of the Board, who shall keep a book for the entry of 
all sums received and all sums paid out to the pilot, 
or on any other account. 


25.—Kvery licensed pilot who shall pilot any vessel 
inwards, shall, within one day after his arrival, report 
to the Secretary the arrival of such vessel, and the 
amount of pilotage due thereon; and every licensed 
pilot shall likewise reportall vessels piloted outwards 
by him, and shall pay over to the Secretary the fees 
collected for such service. 


26.—Any pilot who shall demand or receive any 
higher or greater sum for pilotage of any vessel than 
is by law allowed therefor, shall incur a penalty not 
exceeding forty dollars. 


27.—The number of pilots for Hants County shall 
not exceed twelve, three of which will be at Maitland. 


28.—All boats to be licensed as pilot boats shall be 
surveyed and, if found satisfactory to the Pilotage 
Authority, shall be licensed for a term not exceeding 
one year, on the payment of a license fee of five 
dollars. 


29.—Each such pilot boat to have one or more 
suitable boats for the conveyance of pilots to and 
from vessels and far rendering assistance to vessels 
in distress, also to have one or more life preservers 
for each pilot and apprentice belonging and attached 
to such pilot boat. 


30.—All licensed pilot boats shall be approved and 
licensed by the Commissioners, and shall have all the 
numbers, names and other characteristics required 
and specified by section 75 of the Pilotage Act. 


31.—Any licensed pilot not complying with the 
foregoing By-laws, or evading or attempting to evade 
the sense, intent or meaning of any or either of them, 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding forty 
dollars, and in case of a continuing breach of the 
same, shall be liable to have his license withdrawn or 
suspended at the discretion of the Pilotage Authority. 


32.—These Rules and Regulations must not be 
construed to affect specially exempted vessels from 
payment of Pilotage dues under the Pilotage Act of 
1873; or Acts to amend the same passed in 1875 
and 1877.

Rules relating to Notices for Private Bills. 


51. All applications for Private Bills, properly the 
subjects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of “The British North America 
Act, 1867,” whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
Line ; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting the right of Ferry ; the incorporation of any 
particular Trade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
grher Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for the 
otanting to any individual or individuals, any ex- 
clusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
would affect the rights or property of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ; 
or for making any amendment of a like nature to 
any former Act, shall require a Notice, clearly and 
distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and (except in the case of existing cor- 
porations) signed by, or on behalf of the applicants, 
to be published as follows, viz: 


In the Provinces of Quebec and Manitoba. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gaze:te, in the 
English and French languages, and in one newspaper 
iu the English, and in one in the French language in 
the district affected, or in both languages in one 
paper, if there be but one in the said District, or if 
there be no paper published therein, then, in both 
languages, in a paper in the nearest District, in which 
a -1ewspaper is published. 


In any other Province. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazette, and in 
one newspaper published in the County, or Union of 
Counties affected, or if there be no paper published 


therein, then in a newspaper in the nearest: County 
in which a newspaper is published. Such Notices to 
be continued in each case, for a period of two months 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the first and last insertion of such notice shall be 
sent to the Clerk of each House.

When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private © 
Bill tor the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
oetitiguers, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also, at the same time, and in 
tne same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
antend to ask; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage ci rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same. ; : 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such bill in the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee.

The attention of all Foreign Governments should 
be called to the provisions of the “ Contagious

T a Meeting of the Pilotage Authority for the 

Pilotage District of Caraquet, held at Caraquet, 

in the County of Gloucester, Province of New-Bruns- 

wick, the 27th day of July, 1878, the following Rules 
and Regulations were agreed to :— 


Ist. Six or more persons shall be appointed and 
licensed as pilots by the Pilotage Authority for the 
district. Such persons shall be of the age of not less 
than twenty-one years, of good moral character, and 
previous to receiving a license shall each undergo 
such examination under the direction of the Pilotage 
Authority as such Authority shall deem necessary, 
but no license shall be granted to a licensed Pilot of 
any other district. 


2nd. Each and every pilot holding a license or

3rd. Every pilot must, on receiving his license, 
prove to the satisfaction of the Pilotage Authority 
that he is provided with a suitable boat subject to 
their approval, to be used by him as a pilot boat, such 
boat shall have the following characteristics: On her 


stern her name, the name of her owner and the port 
or ports for which he is licensed, painted on a black 
ground in white letters one inch broad and three 
inches long, and on each bow the number of his 
license. When afloat during the day time a flag not 
less than five feet long and thirty inches wide, of two 
colors, the upper horizontal half white and the lower 
horizontal half red, and at night one white light at the 
mast head. Such flag and lights, as well as the letters 
and number on the boat shall be kept clean and 
distinet, and shall be so arranged and placed as to 
be easily discerned at a reasonable distance. 


4th. Each and every pilot licensed for the first time 
after the passing of these regulations shall pay to 
the Pilotage Authority the sum of Two Dollars, and 
shall have his license annually renewed on payment 
of One Dollar, but he shall be subject to be suspended 
or removed at any time by the Pilotage Authority, 
for neglect of duty, improper conduct, mcapacity or 
breach of any of these regulations. 


5th. It shallbe lawful for every licensed pilot to 
demand and receive of and from the master, owner, 
or agent of any ship or vessel such fees, as he shall 
earn and be entitled to under these regulations, except 
when any licensed pilot offers his service to a ship or 
vessel not exempt from the payment of pilotage fees, 
appearing off or within the limits of the pilotage dis- 
trict intending to come in or which shall come into 
any port in the district, and being refused, then the 
Pilotage Authority shall be entitled to demand of and 
collect from the master, owner or agent the same 
amount as if such pilot had been actually employed 
to pilot such ship or vessel into port, and so much of 
said amount not less than half as the Pilotage Author- 
ity shall declare just shall be paid to the pilot having 
so offered his services. 


6th. Any pilot piloting a vessel from sea shall be 
entitled to pilot her to sea when she next leaves port, 
unless on request of the master, owner or agent of 
such vessel, the Pilotage Authority directs otherwise. 


7th. Each and every licensed pilot must, on the 
last Monday in every month from April to December 
in each and every year, make returns to the Pilotage 
Authority of the district of the name, tonnage, rig and 
nationality of every ship or vessel piloted by him 
from sea, when he boarded her and what extra 
services, if any, were rendered by him from the time 
he went on board such ship or vessel until she again 
proceeded to sea, and the amount of fees received by 
him; he shall immediately report to the Pilotage 
Authority any vessel or vessels spoken by him which 
have refused his services, and any accident that may 
have happened to any vessel under his charge, or any 
other matter of importance in connection with such 
vessel or vessels. 


Sth. A master or mate of any ship or vessel regis- 
tered in Canada, may, on application to the Pilotage 
Authority and on payment of ten dollars, upon 
examination and approval ofsaid Pilotage Authority, 
receive a certificate which may be annually renewed 
by such authority on further payment of ten dollars ; 
and while such master or mate holds such certificate 
and is actually employed as master or mate of such 
ship or vessel, such ship or vessel shall not be com- 
pelled to employ a pilot or be liable to pay pilotage 
fees. 


9th. Any dispute or difference arising between the 
master of any ship and any pilot or pilots relating to 
the payment of pilotage fees or to the proper con- 
struction of these regulations shall be referred to 
the Pilotage Authority for their arbitrament and 
decision. 


10th. Any pilot belonging to another district in 
charge of any vessel intending to come into any port 
in this district shallimmediately surrender his charge 
when spoken to within the limits of the district by 
any of its pilots, 
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llth. Any licensed pilot knowing that any of the 
buoys are out of place shall forthwith give information 
of the same to the Pilotage Commissioners or any one 
of them, and such pilot neglecting to do so shall 
incur a penalty not exceeding forty dollars. 


12th. Any person who shall be guilty of a breach of 
any of these regulations shall incur a penalty not 
exceeding forty dollars. And in case of a continuing 
breach he shall incur a further penalty not exceeding 
four dollars for every twenty-four hours during which 
such breach continues, at the discretion of the 
Court or Justice by whom the same is inflicted. 


13th. The rates of pilotage dues within the Pilotage 
District of Caraquet for all inward or outward bound 
vessels of not more than eighty tons, shall be as fol- 
lows, viz :— 


For vessels not more than 60 tons registered tonnage, 
when employing pilots, $6.00. 


Over 60 tons and not more than 80 tons, $9.00. 3 


And for all vessels over eighty tons, inward, $1.20 per 
foot draught of water, and, outward, $1.00 per foot. 


For removing any vessel of not more than 150 tons 
from any mooring ground or ballast berth to any 
other mooring ground or ballast berth within any 
harbour in the District, the sum of $1.50, and for so 
removing any vessel over 150 tons the sum of $2.00.

BY-LAWS, 


Rules and Regulations of the Board of Pilotage 
Commissioners for the County of Hants. ° 


1.—The Pilot limits for the said County of Hants, 
in said pilotage district, are to embrace Cobequid 
Bay, the Basin of Minas, Minas Channel, and extend 
down the Bay of Fundy, until it strikes a line drawn 
from Cape Chignecto, in the County of Cumberland, 
to a point in the County of Kings, where the division 
line between the Counties of Kings and Annapolis 
strikes the Bay of Fundy, such limits alsg to include 
ve several ports, rivers and creeks in the County of 

ants. 


2.—For the purpose of establishing rates of pilotage 
for the aforesaid district, it has been divided into 
the following sub-divisions, viz :— 


No. 1 Sub-division shall extend from the port of 
Windsor, down to Avon, St. Croix and Kennetcook 
rivers, Hantsport and all landings on the said rivers 
to a line from Horton Bluff to Indian Point, thence 
to extend to a line from Blomidon to Cape Sharp, 
thence extending seaward to Cape Split, thence to a 
line to Spencer’s Island, thence from Spencer’s 
Island seaward to Cape Chignecto, in the County of 
Cumberland, thence to a point in the County of 
Kings, where the division line between the Counties 


of Kings and Annapolis strikes the Bay of Fundy, 
such limits to include the several ports, rivers and 
creeks in the County of Hants. 


No. 2 Sub-division shall include all places in the 
Shubenacadie River and Cobequid Bay, to a line from 
Burntcoat Light to Economy Point, thence extending 
seaward to a line from Cape Sharp to Cape Blomidon, 
thence seaward to Cape Split, thence in a line to 
Spencer’s Island, thence from Spencer's Island sea- 
ward to Cape Chignecto in the County of Cumber- 
land, thence to a point in the County of Kings where 
the division line between the Counties of Kings and 
Annapolis strikes the Bay of Fundy, such limits to 
include the several ports, rivers and creeks in the 
County of Hants. 


3.—The pilotage dues in the district of Hants have 
been made compulsory, and the pilots appointed by 
the pilotage authority of that district are alone 
entitled to pilot ships or vessels to ports and places 
in the County of Hants, and the rates are as follows :— 


For the first station of sub-division No.1, to and 
from Windsor including St. Croix, Kennetcook, 
Hantsport and all places in the Avon River except 
Grant’s wharf (so called) to aline from Horton Bluff 
to Indian Point, the rate shall be 40 cents per foot 
inward and 40 cents per foot outward. 

For the second station of sub-division No. 1, to and 
from Horton Bluff to Cape Blomidon to a line across 
to Cape Sharp, 20 cents per foot inward and 20 cents 
per foot outward, additional to the rate named for 
first station. 


4.__For the third station of sub-division No. 1, to 
and from Cape Blomidon to Cape Split, thence ina 
line to Spencer’s Island, inward 40 cents per foot and 
outward 40 cents per foot additional to the rates 
named for the first and second stations. 


5.—For the fourth station of sub-division No. 1, to 
and from Grant’s Wharf, Cheverie and Walton, and 
all landings on that shore to a line from Cape Blo- 
midon to Cape Sharp, inward 40 cents per foot, and 
outward the rate shall be 40 cents per foot. 


6.—For a fifth station of sub-division No. 1, to and 
from Cape Blomidon to Cape Split, thence to a line 
to Spencer’s Island, inward 40 cents per foot, and 
outward 40 cents per foot additional to the rate 
named for a fourth station. 


7.—For the first station of sub-division No. 2, from 
all places on the Shubenacadie River and Cobequid 
Bay in Hants County, to a line from Burntcoat Light 
to Economy Point, the rate shall be 40 cents per 
foot inward, and 40 cents per foot outward. 


8.—For a second station of sub-division No, 2, from 
Economy Point to Cape Sharp, thence in a line to 
Cape Blomidon, the rate shall be 20 cents per foot 
additional to the rate for the first station. 


9.—For a third station of sub-division No. 2, from 
Cape Blomidon to Cape Split, thence in a line to 
Spencer’s Island, the rate shall be 40 cents per foot 
additional to the rates mentioned in first and second 
stations of this sub-division. 


10.—Any vessel entering inward, bound to any 
place in the sub-division No. 1 shall be piloted by a 
pilot licensed for that sub-division, but in case any of 
the pilots licensed for that sub-division cannot be 
obtained, then the pilots of sub-division No. 2 are at 
liberty to board the vessel and pilot her, until they 
are spoken by any of the pilots of sub-division No. 1, 
who will then be entitled to pilot the vessel to her 
destination ; the pilotage to be settled pro rata for 
the distance by the pilotage authority, and pilots of 
sub-division No. 2 shall have the same aforesaid rights 
and privileges within their own sub-division. a 


11.—Any master of a vessel receiving a certificate 
under Sec. 65 of the Pilotage Act shall pay five 
dollars yearly. ; 
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12.— All coasting vessels plying to and from ports 
on the Basin of Minas within the district, or to and 
from the Province of New Brunswick, shall not be 
compelled to take a pilot or be subject to the afore- 
said rules and regulations of pilotage. 


13.—Every licensed pilot at the time of receiving 
his license, shall give a bond to the Commissioners for 
his compliance with the Harbor and Pilot Regula- 
tions, and for the faithful performance of his duty as 
a pilot during the ensuing year, himself in the sum 
of fifty dollars, and two securities to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioners, in twenty-five dollars each. 
Such bond to be renewed every year during the 
Pilot’s continuanee in office. 


14. Every pilot on receiving his license shall pay 
for the same the sum of ten dollars, and five dollars 
for each annual renewal thereof; and shall also pay 
one dollar for his bond, and one dollar for every 
renewal thereof, such funds to be paid into the 
pilotage fund. 


15.—No pilot shall in any manner dispossess him- 
self of his license or bond, or lend the same to any 
person whomsoever, under a penalty of forty dollars 
for each and every offence. 


16.—Every licensed pilot taking charge of any 
vessel, shall in all cases behave himself with civility, 
and be strictly sober while in the discharge of his 
duty, and shall use the utmost care and diligence 
for the safety of the vessel, and to prevent her doing 
damage to other vessels, under a penalty not exceed- 
ing forty dollars for every offence. 


17.—No pilot, master, or person in charge of any 
vessel shall so anchor such vessel as to prevent a free 
or uninterrupted passage for all other vessels as pro- 
vided for in the Harbour Masters’ Regulations, or a 
free and safe access to any wharf at which such 
vessels are accustomed to take berths, under a 
penalty not exceeding forty dollars. 


18.--Every licensed pilot on boarding any vessel shall 
enquire if any person affected with any infectious or 
contagious disease be on board, or if such vessel be 
from any port or place making her liable to quarantine 
laws, or be an emigrant vessel; in any one of such 
cases he shall cause the national flag to be hoisted at 
the main, and shall bring her to anchor at the usual 
place for riding quarantine, and shall not suffer any 
person to board or leave the vessel, until she be 
visited by the Health Officer, nor without the per- 
mission of such officer, under a penalty not exceeding 
forty dollars for every offence. 


19,—Any pilot, piloting a vessel inwards from sea, 
shall be entitled to pilot her to sea when she next 
leaves port, unless on complaint of the master, 
owner or agent of the said vessel, the Pilotage 
Authority shall direct otherwise. 


20.—Any pilot in waiting on an outward bound 
vessel, if detained from stress of weather or other 
causes, shall be entitled to receive two dollars per 
diem, in addition to outward pilotage. 


21.—Whenever any accident shall occur or be 
caused by any vessel whilst in the charge of a pilot, 
it shall be the duty of such pilot forthwith, after he 
shall have ceased to be in the actual charge of such 
vessel, to repair to the office of the Secretary and 
there personally report himself and the accident that 
has occurred, and in default of his so doinz, such 
pilot shall, for each and every such default, forfeit 
and pay a penalty not exceeding forty dollars. 


22.—Any questions or disputes arising between 
pilots, masters of vessels and others, respecting 
pilotage, or for any extra remuneration in cases 
of any extraordinary nature, and all other questions 
and disputes between them respecting salvage or 
otherwise, shall be submitted to the Commissioners 
to be adjusted and decided by them, and the decision 


of the Commissioners, or a majority of them respect- 
ing all such questions and disputes, in which the 
subject matter does not exceed the sum of forty 
dollars, shall be final and binding on all parties, and 
every licensed pilot who shall act contrary to this 
regulation, or shall refuse or neglect to appear before 
the Commissioners after twenty-four hours notice, 
when his attendance shall be required by them on 
any occasion, or who shall give any unnecessary 
trouble or annoyance or detention to masters or 
vessels, shall for every such offence be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding forty dollars, and also to 
suspension or dismissal at the discretion of the Com: 
missioners. 


23.—Ships of Her Majesty’s navy and all ships of 


war, and all Government vessels belonging to Canada, 
when taking a pilot to pay the same rate of pilotage 
as merchant vessels. 


24.—All pilotage dues shall be paid to the Secretary 
of the Board, who shall keep a book for the entry of 
all swms received and all sums paid out to the pilot, 
or on any other account. 


25.—Every licensed pilot who shall pilot any vessel 
inwards, shall, within one day after his arrival, report 
to the Secretary the arrival of such vessel, and the 
amount of pilotage due thereon; and every licensed 
pilot shall likewise report all vessels piloted outwards 
by him, and shall pay over to the Secretary the fees 
collected for such service. 


26.—Any pilot who shall demand or receive any 
higher or greater sum for pilotage of any vessel than 
is by law allowed therefor, shall incur a penalty not 
exceeding forty dollars. 


27.—The number of pilots for Hants County shall 
not exceed twelve, three of which will be at Maitland. 


28.—All boats to be licensed as pilot boats shall be 
surveyed and, if found satisfactory to the Pilotage 
Authority, shall be licensed for a term not exceeding 
on year, on the payment of a license fee of five 
ollars. 


29.—Each such pilot boat to have one or more 
suitable boats for the conveyance of pilots to and 
from vessels and for rendering assistance to vessels 
in distress, also to have one or more life preservers 
for each pilot and apprentice belonging and attached 
to such pilot boat. 


30.—All licensed pilot boats shall be approved and 
licensed by the Commissioners, and shall have all the 
numbers, names and other characteristics required 
and specified by section 75 of the Pilotage Act. 


31.—Any licensed pilot not complying with the 
foregoing By-laws, or evading or attempting to evade 
the sense, intent or meaning of any or either of them, 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding forty 
dollars, and in case of a continuing breach of the 
same, shall be liable to have his license withdrawn or 
suspended at the discretion of the Pilotage Authority. 


32._These Rules and Regulations must not be 
construed to affect specially exempted vessels from 
payment of Pilotage dues under the Pilotage Act of 
1873; or Acts to amend the same passed in 1875 
and 1877.

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such bill in the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either

MEMORANDUM. 


The attention of all Foreign Governments should 
be called to the provisions of the “Contagious 
Diseases (Animals) Act, 1878,” under which, except 
in the case of countries specially exempted by the 
Privy Council in whole or in part from the operation 
of the Act, all animals landed from abroad in any 
part of the United Kingdom will, after the Ist 
January next, be slaughtered at the port of debark- 
ation . 

The Lords of Her Majesty’s Privy Council will 
require from any country applying for exemption— 

1. A statement of the laws which regulate the 
importation of animals into that country ; 
2. OF the methods adopted to prevent the 
spreading of any contagious disease when 
it exists there; 
3, A periodical report on the general sanitary 
condition of their animals. 

It is also desirable that their Lordships shoald be 
furnished, before the Ist of Novembernext, with such 
information, on the points above referred to, as Her 
Majesty’s representatives in foreign countries which 
export animals to the United Kingdom may be able 
to obtain through the British Consulates. D3) 


T a Meeting of the Pilotage Authority for the 

Pilotage District of Caraquet, held at Caraquet, 

in the County of Gloucester, Province of New-Bruns- 

wick, the 27th day of July, 1878, the following Rules 
and Regulations were agreed to :— 

Ist. Six or more persons shall be appointed and 
licensed as pilots by the Pilotage Authority for the 
district. Such persons shall be of the age of not less 
than twenty-one years, of good moral character, and 
previous to receivmy a license shall each undergo 
such examination under the direction of the Pilotage 
Authority as such Authority shall deem necessary, 
but no license shali be granted to a licensed Pilot of 
any other district. 

2nd. Hach and every pilot holding a license or 
branch granted by theSessions or Municipality of the 


County of Gloucester to pilot vessels into any port or 
harbour within this district, shall, immediately after 
the passing of these regulations, produce and deliver 
up such license or branch to the Pilotage Authority. 

3rd. Every pilot must, on receiving his license, 
prove to the satisfaction of the Pilotage Authority 
that he is provided with a suitable boat subject to 
their approval, to be used by him as a pilot boat, such 
boat shall have the following characteristics: On her 
stern her name, the name of her owner and the port 
or ports for which he is licensed, painted on a black 
ground in white letters one inch broad and three 
inches long, and on each bow the number of his 
license. When afloat during the day time a flag not 
less than five feet long and thirty inches wide, of two 
colors, the upper horizontal half white and the lower 
horizontal half red, and at night one white light at the 
mast head. Such flag and lights, as well as the letters 
and number on the boat shall be kept clean and 
distinct, and shall be so arranged and placed as to 
be easily discerned at a reasonable distance. ; 

4th. Hach and every pilot licensed for the first time 
after the passing of these regulations shall pay to 
the Pilotage Authority the sum of Two Dollars, and 
shall have his license annually renewed on payment 
of One Dollar, but he shall be subject to be suspended 
or removed at any time by the Pilotage Authority, 
for neglect of duty, improper conduct, incapacity or 
breach of any of these regulations. 

5th. It shail be lawful for every licensed pilot to 
demand and receive of and from the mastvr, owner, 
or agent of any ship or vessel such fees, as he shall 
earn and be entitled to under these regulations, except 
when any licensed pilot offers his service to a ship or 
vessel not exempt trom the payment of pilotage fees, 
appearing off or within the limits of the pilotage dis- 
trict intending to come in or which shall come into 
any port in the district, and being refused, then the 
Pilotage Authority shall be entitled to demand of and 
collect from the master, owner or agent the same 
amount as if such pilot had been actually employed 
to pilot such ship or vessel into port, and so much of 
said amount not less than half as the Pilotage Author- 
ity shall declare just shall be paid to the pilot having 
so offered his services. 

6th. Any pilot piloting a vessel from sea shall be 
entitled to pilot her to sea when she next leaves port, 
unless on request of the master, owner or agent of 
such vessel, the Pilotage Authority directs otherwise. 

7th. Each and every licensed pilot must, on the 
last Monday in every month from April to December 
in each and every year, make returns to the Pilotage 
Authority of the district of the name, tonnage, rig and 
nationality of every ship or vessel piloted by him 
from sea, when he boarded her and what extra 
services, if any, were rendered by him from the time 
he went on board such ship or vessel until she again 
proceeded to sea, and the amount of fees received by 
him; he shall immediately report to the Pilotage 
Authority any vessel or vessels spoken by him which 
have refused his services, and any accidént that may 
have happened to any vessel under his charge, or any 
other matter of importance in connection with such 
vessel or vessels. 

8th. A master or mate of any ship or vessel regis- 
tered in Canada, may, on application to the Pilotage 
Authority and on payment of ten dollars, upon 


examination and approval ofsaid Pilotage Authority, — 


receive a certificate which may be annually renewed 
by such authority on further payment of ten dollars ; 
and while such master or mate holds such certificate 
and is actually employed as master or mate of such 
ship or vessel, such ship or vessel shall not be com- 
pelled to employ a pilot or be liable to pay pilotage 
fees. 

9th. Any dispute or difference arising between the 
master of any ship and any pilot or pilots relating to 


the payment of pilotage fees or to the proper con™ 


struction of these regulations shall be referred to 
the Pilotage Authority for their arbitrament and 
decision. 

10th. Any pilot belonging to another district in 
charge of any vessel intending to come into any port 
in this district shallimmediately surrender his charge 
when spoken to within the limits of the district’ by 
any of its pilots.

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llth. Any licensed pilot knowing that any of the 
buoys are out of place shall forthwith give information 
of the same to the Pilotage Commissioners or any one 
of them, and such pilot neglecting to do so shall 
incur a penalty not exceeding forty dollars. 


12th. Any person who shallbe guilty of a breach of 
any of these regulations shall incur a penalty not 
exceeding forty dollars. And in case of a continuing 
breach he shall incur a further penalty not exceeding 
four dollars for every twenty-four hours during which 
such breach continues, at the discretion of the 
Court or Justice by whom the same is inflicted, 


13th. The rates of pilotage dues within the Pilotage 
District of Caraquet for all inward or outward bound 
vessels of not more than eighty tons, shall be as fol-

The attention of all Foreign Governments should 
be called to the provisions of the “Contagious 
Diseases (Animals) Act, 1878,” under which, except 
in the case of countries specially exempted by the 
Privy Council in whole or in part from the operation 
of the Act, all animals landed from abroad in any 
part of the United Kingdom will, after the Ist 
January next, be slaughtered at the port of debark- 
ation, 

The Lords of Her Majesty’s Privy Council will 
require from any country applying for exemption— 

1. A statement of the laws which regulate the 
importation of animals into that country ; 

2. Of the methods adopted to prevent the 
spreading of any contagious disease when 
it exists there ; 

3. A periodical report on the general sanitary 
condition of their animals. 

It is also desirable that their Lordships should be 
furnished, before the 1st of November next, with such 
information, on the points above referred to, as Her 
Majesty’s representatives in foreign countries which 
export animals to the United Kingdom may be able 
to obtain through the British Consulates.

51. All applications for Private Bills, properly the 
subjects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada,

particular Trade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
grher Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for the 
otanting to any individual or individuals, any ex- 
ciusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
wouid affect the rights or property of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ;

Such Notices to 
be continued in each case, for a period of two months 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the first and last insertion of such notice shall be 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 

When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill tor the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
petitioners, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also, at the same time, and in 
tne same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
intend to ask; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage oi rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same. 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such billin the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee.

the medium of the Department of Justice and Police of 
the Canton of Vaud, a notice dated 6th January, 1863,

The said heirs ab intestat of the absentee Genevay, 
living in the Canton of Vaud, seeing that nothing 
further has been done by the preferential heirs of 
America have brought the matter before the court 
presided over by me to have the absence of said 
Genevay established by a decree of said court dated 
May 16th, 1878, and they furthermore request 
that the provisional possession of the property of the 
absentee, amounting toasumof about 6,700 francs, be 
granted to them. 

The Court has appointed Thursday, the 29th April 
next, at 9 o’clock in the morning, for a hearing of 
that request, said hearing to be holden in the City 
Hall of Vevey. 

I have the honor to inform you of the above 
circumstances so that if you desire to take any addi- 
tional steps to make this request of provisional 
possession on the part of the heirs ab intestat of this 
place, known to the heirs in America, if there are 
any, you may tell them to claim their rights before 
the 29th August next.

51. All applications for Private Bills, properly the 
subjects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of “The British North America 
Act, 1867,” whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
Line ; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work; the

Such Notices to 
be continued in each case, for a period of two months 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the first and last insertion of such notice shall be 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 

When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
petitioners, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also, at the same time, and in 
tne same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
atend to ask; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage ci rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same. 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such billin the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either 
House after the first ten days of the session.

GENTLEMEN,—The heirs ab intestai of Jean Francois 
Louis, son of Claude Genevay, of Chailly, Commune | 
of Chatelard, who emigrated to Canada towards the | 
middle of the last century, having taken steps to, 
ascertain the death of that absentee, received through 
the medium of the Department of Justice and Police of 
the Canton of Vaud, a notice dated 6th January, 1863, 
which reads as follows : “ The Federal Council beg to 
“state that they have received information from 
“ Her Britannic Majesty’s Legation in Switzerland 
“that said Legation have received from Montreal, ! 
“ Canada, a communication containing the informa- 
“ tion that the heirs of Genevay mentionedin a letter 
‘ of April 13th 1862, are busy gathering the necessary 


“ documents to establish their rights to the estate, 
“and that they shall transmit them as soon as

The said heirs ab intestat of the absentee Genevay,

that the provisional possession of the property of the 
absentee, amounting toasum of about 6,700 francs, be 
granted to them. 

The Court has appointed Thursday, the 29th April 
next, at 9 o’clock in the morning, for a hearing of 
that request, said hearing to be holden in the City 
Hall of Vevey. 

I have the honor to inform you of the above 
circumstances so that if you desire to take any addi- 
tional steps to make this request of provisional 
possession on the part of the heirs ab intestat of this 
place, known to the heirs in America, if there are 
any, you may tell them to claim their rights before 
the 29th August next.

Rules relating to Notices for Private Bills. 


51. All applications for Private Bills, properly the 
subjects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of “The British North America 
Act, 1867,” whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
Line ; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting the right of Ferry ; the incorporation of any 
particular Trade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
grher Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for the 
otanting to any individual or individuals, any ex- 
elusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
-wouid affect the rights or property of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ; 
or for making any amendment of a like nature to 
any former Act, shall require a Notice, clearly and 
distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 

application, and (except in the case of existing cor- 
porations) signed by, or on behalf of the applicants, 
to be published as follows, viz: 


in the Provinces of Quebec and Manitoba. 


‘A notice inserted in the Canada Gazeite, in the 
English and French languages, and in one newspaper 
iu the English, and in one in the French language in 
_ the district affected, or in’ both languages in one 


paper, if there be but one in the said District, or if 
there be no paper published therein, then, in both 
languages, in a paper in the nearest District, in which 
a Newspaper is published. 


In any other Provinee. 


A nctice inserted in the Canada Gazette, and in 
one newspaper published in the County, or Union of 
Counties affected, or if there be no paper published 
t .erein, then in a newspaper in the nearest County 
in which a newspaper is published. Such Notices to 
ve continued in each case, for a period of two months 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the first and last insertion of such notice shall be 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 

When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
vetitioners, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also, at the same time, and in 
tne same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
utend to ask ; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage ci rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
tions of the same. 

Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such bill in the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consideration 
of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either 
House after the first ten days of the session.

72. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is required 
to give notice of his intention so to do, and to specify

to the satisfaction of the Senate, is to be adduced 
before the Senate on the reading of the Petition. .
